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STILL NOT WIND ENOUGH

THE PURITAN ROUNDS THE STAKE 
FAR IN THE LEap. 


AN ADVANTAGE GAINED BY THE GENESTA 
AT FIRST IS SOON LOST—ANOTHER AT- 


TEMPT TO BE MADE TO-DAY, 


Another attempt by the yachts Puritan 
and Genesta to sail the first of the races 
for the America’s cup came to- naught 
yesterday. Wind and wave in the early 
morning gave great promise of a lively 
contest, but the breeze gradually sub- 
tided as the vessels got under way, though 
a heavy swell prevailed on the sea. The 
two boats started well, the Puritan cross- 


Ing the line at 11:35:41 A. M. and the Ge- 
hesta 7 seconds later. At 5:52 P. M., it 


being evident that neither craft could go 
Over the course in the seven hours pre- 
scribed, the judges declared the race off 
for the day. The Puritan 15 minutes be- 
fore had rounded the stake 20 miles to 


windward of the start. The Genesta 


when the judges’ decision was made 
was still a long way to leeward of the 
mark. When the Puritan rounded the 
stake the English boat was fully three- 
quarters of an hour behind her. A large 


number of spectators on board the many 


craft of all descriptions which went over 
the course witnessed the sailing of the 
yachts. 

To-day another effort will be made to 
sail the same race. The Signal Service re- 
ports that light, variable winds, generally 


southerly, will prevail, increasing toward 
evening.

FROM ROUGH WATER TO SMOOTH. 
THE PRETTY SPECTACLE SHOWN IN THE 


STRIVING OF THE RACERS, 


The sun must have shivered when he got 
_out of bed yesterday morning. The atmosphere 
was chill, the heavens were mottled with great 
lumps of cold gray vapor, and through all the 
air was a whitish light that dazzied the eye. 
There wus no danger of not having more or less 
wind for the yachts this time, for long before 


the hour set by the excursion boats for begin- 
ning their journey out upon the swelling sea, a 
stiff, penetrating current was speeding across 
the harbor. It puffed out the few sails of the 
early stirring craft; it swiftly swept aside the 
smoke from tall chimneys ashore and the steam 
from polished pipes afloat, and it filled 
with soft dimples the shining water’s face. They 
who went down tothe sea in ships were few. 
The {number of pleasure craft was greatly less- 
pned from thatof the first twodaysof the water 
tourney, yet the crowds upon the remaining 
vessels were not larger than before. The ardor 
of amateur seafarers had obviously been very 
much shattered by the earlier experiences of 
the international cortest, and hundreds of those 
who went upon the first and second fruitless 
excursions remained at home this time. The 
Upper Bay had notning about it to indicate the 
pending of any occurrence of unusual moment. 
There seemed to be no more steamers moving 
out from the wharves. than upon an ordinary 
Summer morning, and all down through the 
Nerrows there was the same absence of motion. 

But out against the circling sky upon the open 
jea there fiashed the broad, white sails of count- 
less yachts, with here and there among them the 
black hull of some gentleman's private pleasure 
steamer, looking like a huge, creeping insect of 
the ocean. The sharp wind laid them ali over at 
a pretty angle,and as they danced along upon 
the waves,some in the far offing standing like 
tilted toothpicks against the horizon, others like 
white-pinioned water fowl near at hand, they 
formed a picture good to look upon. Gradually 
all tks morning’s moving craft drew down to- 
rether in one converging mass. But it was not 
the idle, dullard throng of the days before. The 
sailing craft was slipping here and there, and the 
Bteamers pitched and rolied so fiercely when left 
to drift that they found it well to keep their pad- 
Gles moving. Thesun was trying hard to peer out 
from between the cold bunches of cloud and geta 
look at the flock beneath. He had one brief peep at 
sea and land, and the clouds shut him in again, 
though still he struggied to be free. The waves 
were rolling enough to toss the big passenger 
steamers from side to side and to wet the sails of 
many of the cutters which were diving through 
the water. The Highland coast lay black and 
Bullen in the West, with a slender thread of 
shining sand at its feet and a streak of foam in 
front. The Puritan, standing straight and self- 
reliant, like a calm maid of zood New-England, 
Was coursing up and down near the lightship, 
her full, snowy skirts gathered daintily about 
her trim limbs, and her tread as light as the fall 
of a feathery snowflake. A hundred yards away 
the Genesta, lying over on her side and sliding 
like a keen-edged blade through the pulsating 
water took a circle round the lightship and 
then came up abreast of her rival. 

The signal was given and both contestants 
Bprang forward to their task. The Genesta had 
the best of it. Lying far over, with her immense 
field of canvas bowed out full and round, she 
beemed to move with giant stride. The copper 
of her bottom shone out of the water like the 
brilliant belly of a mountain trout, and her tiny 
flags at p@¢ak and masthead stood out as stiff and 
bony as @ pair of fins. For a moment the Pu- 
ritan seemed to pull herself together and push 
her way forward. A glad shout went up from 
the people on the accompanying boats. But it 
was not long continued. The Genesta gathered 
herself for the effort and charged ahead with 
renewed speed. The red belly showed out of 
the water more and more as she lay down to the 
heavy wind, and the foam dashed up from her 
prow in broad sheets when she flung the waves 
aside with heavy strokes. The roughness of 
the water and the force of the wind seemed to 
combine in assisting the Genesta, which slid 
along placidly, cutting through the billows in- 
stead of dancing overthem. The Puritan was 
plunging badly. The great splashes at her beam 
as she fell against wall after wall of water 
showed that the heavy seas retarded her prog- 
ress. She seemed to run a mere trifle closer than 
her rival to the wind, but the fleet-winged Ge- 
nesta was running the faster and the smoother 
of thetwo. The course lay up the coast toward 
BR point off Rockaway, and there was a mile or 
more of open water between the yachts before 
this distance was three-quarters accomplished. 
It was a direct reversal of the first day's 
conditions. The trail of consort shipping 
stretched out behind the racers, but by no 
means half as large in number as that 
of Monday. The great swarm of sailing craft 
which had clustered around the starting point, 
grown wise through experience, had started 
straight out tosea, that they might meet the 
contestants on their returning tack. The light 
behind the opposing boats as seen from out at 
sea produced astrange effect. Everything on 
shore seemed lighted up. The sandy line at the 
water’s edge looked likea high cliff of chalk, 
andthe big hotel was as tall as Trinity. It 
looked as though another hotel of equa! size had 
been set under the old one. The whole coast 
had the look of being hoisted to thrice its 
real height, and red-roofed cottages along 
the land seemed like huge brick blocks 
in the city. Suddenly, just off the end 
of the big hotel, the Genesta turned and took 
a short tack outward, so as to reach a point to 
windward of the Puritan. Then, when she 
turned back again upon the long Jeg of her 
course, the Puritan seemed to pass her. But 
they were in reality very near together, except- 
ing that the Genesta had the advantage of being 
furthest to windwerd. She had not been sailing 
nearly as close to the wind as had the Puritan, 
though she had moved much more rapidiy 
through the water. So, up to this point. the 








hazard of the day was much more evenly bal- 
anced than it had appeared to be. 

A few minutes more and both yachts came 
about and struck outward from the land. The 
Puritan appeared to have gained a very decided 
advantage in point of reaching furthest into the 
wind. The breeze seemed not to be so heavy as 
it had been, and that was a circumstance great- 
ly in favor of the American yacht, Asthetwain 
came out from the land the Genesta, as before, 
lay far over on her side, but not enough appar- 
ently, to satisfy her skipper, for her topsail came 
down, and a moment later what seemed in the 
distance to be a much larger one took its place. 
On this tack, as on the other, the Genesta went 
the faster, but the Puritan lay up much closer 
to the wind. The yachts looked to bea good 
mile apart, the difference being in favor of the 


New-England maid. Between and all arouna 
them, at a distance, lay the scattered 


fieet. The lumps of cloud had _ drift- 
ed from the upper sky, and the sun 


came out with a white blaze of heat that made 


the water shine like dancing silver and sent the 
people on the steamers into shady corners. The 
wind was growing yet more still, and the Genesta 
hauled down her staysail, putting up an even 


greater one. The Puritan had meanwhile litted 
anew topsail, but it did not lap down upon the 
gaff like the sail of the Genesta. Yet all the 


time the American boat was creeping further 
and further to windward, her sails smocth and 
tight, and her course serene and staid. The 
British skipper appeared to be troubled about 


his staysail, for he now took down the second 
one and put up a still more expansive one in its 


place. Still he dropped away to leeward, while 
the Puritan was climbing, slowly climbing up 
the wind. 

But the hours were gradually reeling off, and 
it began to look as if there would be againa 


long, vexatious day without a decisive rave. 
The Puritan was getting decidedly the hest of 


the contest, such as it was, but the elements of 
the struegle did not include briskness or activity. 
The yachts were not interesting even from the 
point of making speed, and in the cabins of the 
excursion boats people were lying down and 


sleeping the time away. The conditions of the 


day were rapidly assuming the same color that 
characterized the other weary and futile at- 
tempt of the racers to reach the turning poirt. 
The vessels laden with spectators drew away one 
at a time from the Puritan and Genesta 
and went out to the stakeboat, five or six 
miles to windward, and lazily waited there, 


It was at all events easier and not 
less entertaining than going along with the 
feebly moving yachts. The hours crept silent- 
ly, slowly by toward the fall of night. The 
sun, gradually letting himself down the golden 
ladder of the western sky, burned fiercely out 
and then hid himself behind a heavy, threaten- 
ing cloud that grew up from the shore and hid 
the lofty Highlands from the view. The sloop 
and cutter went on their dull and peacetul way 
and the other craft lay off about them and 
serenely slept. The Genesta’s Captain could not 
be suited with her raiment. Once more the 
great topsail came down and an immense one 
took its place. She was changing her costume 
as often as a belle at Saratoga. A cutter coming 
in from sea, going before the wind likean arrow, 
with every stitch of canvas blown out to its full- 
est extent, gave cause for a sigh of envy from 
the bored and weary spectators of the second 
of the fizziing series. A huge, red-bottomed 
steamer of the German line swept calmly by the 
fleet toward Sandy Hook instately scorn of such 
smallfry. The Puritan was taking her last tack 
toward the turning point, and the vessels of the 
spectators were drawn around the stakeboat in 
crescent form, the yellow light of the descend- 
ing sun gilding their windows with brush of 
flame. It was the first bright spectacle of the 
day, and with it the comparative nearness of 
the Puritan to the stake revived the waning in- 
terest. 

Slowly she came up to the little red flag float- 
ing above the buoy, shying past it so closely 
that it almost scraped against her side. The 
floating patch of red stood out against the top of 
her bowsprit, her beam, ber stern, and then 
fluttered by the end of herlong boom. A loud 
bass blast from a near-by tug, a cheer which 
swept over the decks of all the surrounding 
craft, the hoarse cries of 60 lusty whistles—a 
thunderous chorus of acclaim—and the Puritan 
was on ber homeward way. From the immense 
boom which had for 20 minutes been carried out 
from. her side in readiness for instant use a huge 
sail, which beilied out like a vast crinoline,started 
mastward, stuck fast, was pulled back, and then 
shot upward again. Finally secured, it filled 
out with the coid breeze until 1t stood firm and 
round, giving the yacht the appearance of a 
vast inverted balloon. She was going down hill 
for home. 

The Genesta was full two miles away, with at 
least two tacks to make before she could pos- 
sibly turn back. Nobody saw or noticed her, in 
the joy of knowing the white petticoated little 
New-England maid was first at the line where 
victory might have begun. 

Above a broad band of deep brown cloud the 
sinking sun, reddened in the face by his exer- 
tions of the day, took one parting look at the 
two trim boats and then plunged down from 
sight. The sky was radiant with his parting 
smile. The great brown cloud grew crimson 
and copper and blinding gold. Bright shaftsshot 
upward like the ribs of a vast fan of burnished 
metal, till they almost spanned the heavens with 
their far-stretched magnificence. The light grew 
dim and stiil more dim. The footfalls of the 
nightly host were noiselessly advancing. The 
fleet of convoys sped toward the shore, leaving 
the yachts to follow in their wake of foam. A 
the darkness rolled out from the land across the 
quieting sea the snowy skirts of the Puritan yet 
stood out before the chill, gray sky. A tug 
crept up beside the hull of the Genesta and her 
sails came down. The first drops of dew fell 
upon the Puritan, and then she, too, gathering 
her-drapery about her, was taken away.

SEEN FROM THE JUDGES’ BOAT. 
“THE CUTTER MEN HAVE THEIR HOPES 
AROUSED ONLY TO BE DASHED. 


As seen yesterday from the judges’ boat, 
the Luckenbach, the third attempt to sail the 
first of the races for the America’s Cup was a 
pretty, but exasperating sight. The scene was 
one of changeful skies, fitful winds, and a fall- 
ing sea. That one of the contesting yachts suc- 
ceeded in rounding the turning buoy did not de- 
crease the disappointment of those who went 
out to see the race. It was a Gay of unfulfilled 
promise, the regret of all the spectators being 
tempered only by their pleasure at seeing the 
Genesta outfooted by the Puritan. 

When the members of the Regatta Committee 
and others, whg were to go upon the Lucken- 
bach, began to assemble on the end of Pier No. 
8 East River all the signs pointed to a good day 
for a yacht race,and especially for a cutter. 
There was evidence of lifein the water in the 
motion of barks and brigs lying at their moor- 
ings. Over in the east there were long lines of 
gray and white clouds spreading upward toward 
the zenith. They looked as if old Boreas had 
hidden himself somewhere over vehind Brook- 
lyn and blown them out of his capacious mouth. 
Capt. Joe Hilsworth leaned against a taut hawser 
and cast his eye knowingly at the sky. 

** How about the wind, Captain ?” asked a by- 
stander. 

“Oh, it’s coming from the eastward and there 
will be plenty of it,”’ replied he. 

The assurance of the experienced yachtsman 
made every one feel comfortable, save those 
who knew that beyond the bar at Sandy Hook 
their grim and relentless enemy, seasickness, 
was lying in wait for them. A few minutes aft- 
er8 o’clock the tug cast off her moorings and 
steamed down the Bay. On board were J. F. 
Tams and Charies Stebbins, of the Regatta Com- 
mittee; 6, T, Lippincott, Nils Olsen, Treasurer 
of the New-York Yacht Olub; Piiot Commis- 
sioner Morgan, Philip Low, the riggor: J. Mal- 





colm Forbes, of the Puritan; Capt. Joe Ells. 








worth, the sloop’s sailing master; A. Cary 
Smith, designer of the Priscilla; BE. A. Willard, 
Capt. Haff, sailing master of the sloop Fanny, 


and Edward Burgess, designer of the Puritan... 
The tug turned her head toward Tomp- 
kinsville, and soon all hands on _ board 
of her were noticing the encouraging fact that 
there was wind and sea enough in the Bay to 
make the boat roll a little, At Tompkinsville 
the tug stopped to fake on L. P. Bayard, who 
acted as the third member of the Regatta Com- 
mittee; Lloyd Phoenix, and William Krebs. A 
cluster of beautiful boats lay nodding their 
heads on the waters of the Seawanhaka Club’s 
anchorage, The two English cutters, Clara and 
Stranger. with their club flags flying, drew the 


attention of those on the referee’s boat, and 
there was a burst of cutter lore that would have 
astonished a blue water mariner. The Bedouin, 
one of the beauties of the Seawanhaka’s ficet, 


was getting under way, and the Ileen was close 
after her, Other yachts were making sail, and 


over at the Atlantic anchorage at Bay Ridge 
one white wing after another was unfolding to 
the fresh, inspiring breeze. 

Just ahead of the tug, as she went out from 
Tompkinsviile, was the standard bearer of “Eng- 


land, the Genesta, with the flag of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron flying at her topmast head. 


She was getting under way under mainsail, fore- 
sail, and jib. Her polished sides, as they rose 
brimming from each gentle swell, reflected the 
dancing sunlit ripples like mirrors. Under her 
forefoot rosea little pile of foam that spread 


intoalong silver streak on each side of her. 
Her new bowsprit, stouter than the old one, was 


glistening with oil and shellac, and bore bravely 
the pull of the two head sails. The Luckenbach 
ran alongside of the cutter and transferred to 
her Mr. William Krebs as the representative of 
the New-York Yacht Club in the race. Dr. 


Joseph Woodbury, Fleet Surgeon of the Sea- 


wanhaka Yacht Club, was taken on the tug from 


the Genesta as her representative on the referee's 
boat. 

Then the Luckenbach’s deck hands cast the 
end of astout hawser to the smart tars of the 
Genesta. It was made fast and the cutter was 


taken in tow. The wind was blowing freshly, and 


ever and anon the big English boat, as she 
climbed the swells in the Lower Bay, would 
shoot forward offafoaming crest and slacken 
up the hawser till it looked absurd to tow her. 
Soin afew moments she was left to go her own 
way. The seas were rolling in merrily from the 


offing, and the weaker brothers on the Lucken- 


bach began to look sallow of complexion and 
dejected of mien. Away ahead, going out of the 
Swash Channel under mainsail, forestaysail, and 
jib, was the Puritan. All eyes were turned 
toward the Boston sloop, and a number of glasses 
were brought to bear on her. 

** She seems to walk along over these swells all 
right, doesn’t she?” remarked a sloop man. 

** Wait till she goes outside,” said a cutter ad- 
vocate. 

And now the fieet of yachts that had been rid- 
ing impatiently at anchor in the Horseshoe 
began to move outward. The Dauntless rushed 
out with a swirl of foam under her bows, fol- 
lowed by a sharpie, which danced over the 
waves with an air of inimitable impudence. 
Rear-Commodore Lawrence's sloop, the Vixen, 
ran abreast of the tug, and her owner asked to be 
taken aboard. Presently in the Horseshoe his 
transfer was effected. The Puritan, as if re- 
gardless of the fact that her sailing master and 
one of her owners were on the tug, and not on 
her own handsome deck, kept sweeping on out 
to sea, the Genesta bowling along after her. 

Up to this time it had looked as if people had 
forgotten the great struggle for the cup, and 
were not going out to see what the sloop could 
do with the cutterin asea way. But now the 
Bay began to be dotted all over with steam- 
boats, steam yachts, and tugs. Among the steam 
yachts that came rushing down were the Ata- 
lanta, Polynia, Sentinel, Ocean Gem, Natalie, 
Vision, Eleetra, and Ruth. Among the =— 
boats and tugs, all of which were laden 
gown with crowds of interested spectators, 
vwrere the New-York Yacht Club's boat, 
the Taurus, the Sirius, the Kill Von 
Kull — looming up as racefully as a 
Buddensiek fiat—the Eliza Hancox, Grand Re- 

ublic, Columbia, Elm City. Empire State 
Beorge Starr, Canonicus, Waterbury, the oid 
Dominion steamer Richmond—a most_pictur- 
esquely ugly craft—H. T. Baya, William Fletcher, 
chartered by the Seawantaka Yacht Club; the 

olice boat Patrol, the Creat tream, tugs 
Harry Rouesel, Obarles F. Heu . H. Haviland, 
chartered by the Beverly Yuoht Club, and the 
tug Joseph Stickney, chartered by the Larch- 
mont Yacht Club, 

Among the fleet of schooners that were beat- 
ing out toward the Scotland Lightship were the 
Ciytie, Kstelle, Dauntiess, Water Witch, Gitona, 
Speranza, Kesoiute, the oyster sloop Bh. 8. Der- 
rickson, with a party of spectators on board; the 
famous old America, and the trim Boston pilot 
boat Vesper, No. 6. The schooner Intrepid went 
out towed by a tug, and followed the race in that 
manner all day. 

When the Luekenbach put her nose outside 
Sandy Hook she hoisted it high into the air and 
then plunged it down into the sea with 2 splash 
that sent the spray ying in clouds of molten 
liver hinh into the air. nd fer several hours 
afterward she continued to do the same thing 
with an earnestness that was treated with silent 
respect by all on board of her save those whose 
agitation was too great for concealment, The 
sea Was not unusually ge but a good long 
swell was roliing in from the horizon, and that, 
coupled with the fresh breeze, filled the miuds 
of the cutter men with anticipations of success, 
The craft upon which their ot Sys centred wus 
tossing her new bowsprit high into the air and 
then dipping it into the water until she wet the 
point of her neat jib. Her rival, the Puritan, 
was riding over the swells up to windward wait- 
ing for her sailing master. 

“Pretty ticklish job to take men over to her 
in this sea, I should say,’ remarked a wise ama- 
teur on board the tug, 

“But they’le get there just the same,” an- 
swered a profession! standing near by. 

And sothey did. A pretty bit of work it was. 
too. The Captain of the tug knew where to fin 
some one who could perform the feat in the 
sea way, and juat off the Scotieand Lightship he 
made straignt for the Boston pilot boat. In 
answer to a hail from the tug she sent outa 
boat manned by acrewof one. He brought 
lis little vessel alongside of the tug cleverly 
and took on Mr. Forbes, Capt. Joe Hilsworth, 
and Edward Burgess. He rowed them over to 
the sloop and in a few moments they were 
aboard of her. Then he oame back and took 
BK. M. Padeiford anda friend. At this time the 
first of a hamper of homing pigeons on board 
the tug -was let loose. He olrcled about for a 
moment and then alighted on the leech of tho 
Puritan’s mainsail. Some enthusiastic outter 
men took this for a javorable omen and ap- 
plauded the bird. That trightened him and he 
sped away on bis mission. Then the tug steamed 
away and left the lone rower in the open boat 
tossing on the sea to wait until the pretty pilot 
boat wore round to pick him up. 

Suddenly a tong, hoarse blast_rang out from 
the Luckenbach’s iron throat. It echoed across 
the water to where the leaders of the fieet 
of sailing vesseis were standing out to the 
southeast under all their lower sails, some of 
the larger ones with their topsails up. They 
were ali to leeward of the startis,g point, and as 
the sound of the whistle was borne down to 
them by the wind one could almost see them 
prick up their ears, for it was the signal for the 
racers to run down to leeward of the line and 
brace themselves for the struggle. Some of the 
sailing craft were away buck near Sandy Hook’s 
low point, and out from among them came the 
steamers, butting their way through the long 
seas in clouds of foam. Coming up to the lichi- 
ship the steamers spread themselves out on 
either side of the starting line. The sun was 
shining dimiy over the gray mass of water and 
the sky was covered with white clouds, through 
which here and there peered spots of soft blue. 

The two yachts came gliding down from the 
windward, riding the swells slowly and grace- 
fully under the pressure of their lower sails and 
worrng topsails. The Genesta went past the 
judg...’ boat on the starboard side, while Com- 
modore Lawrence cried “Good luck” and Dr. 
Woodbury, clinging to a smokestack guy, 
waved his cap and called out “Good-bye.” The 
Puritan ran along on the other side, and some 
one called **Are you sure you have the course?” 
He was answered by a wave of the hand, and 
tre white stripe slid down to leeward. Presently 
the two sea beauties came about, and began to 
drop down toward the line. Every eye was 
strained to see whether they would cross with- 
out any trouble, They did it. 

“The Puritan’s to windward!" was the gen- 
eralexciamation. It wastrue. The boat from 
Old England went over the line a hundred yards 
to leeward of the boat from New-England and 
a few seconds ahead of her. Both went over on 
the starboard tack, dipping their noses into the 
sea and then lifting them high in air to catch the 
fiavor of the sea breeze that came bowling in 
from the comoriy horizon, Tho fleet of sloops 
and schooners which had beon lying off to the 
southward on the port tack, came bouncing up 

nto the wind and filled away on the starboard 

ack conlowing the fly mg racers. () stryanle 
had begun, and for a time it looked as if the 
Jong awaited race would be gatied at last,

The fleet of steamers was well spread out, the 
Ocean Gem ahead, the Biectra, Elm City, and 
Luckenbach following abreast. he iron steam- 
boats were to windward and behind, the ungain- 
rn form of the Kill Von Kull looming up among 
them, The Atalanta and Polynia were to lee- 
ward a short distance behind. The Atalanta 
did not follow the race throughout. , The fleet 
of schooners and sloops were strung out behind. 
The Genesta began to forge ahead. The cutter- 
men smiled. The sloopmen didn't. 

* She’s breaking the overhang right off your 
boat,” said a cutterman. 

“Oh, there’s not wind enough for us,” said the 
sloopman., 

“* What do you want—the earth ?” 

“No, the sea.” 


Then they were silent and watched the two 
racers stretching away to windward. ise re- 
marks from other knowing amateurs were mur- 
mured on all sides, while broken snatches of a 
sea ditty floated down trom a picturesque oyster 
sloop that was up to windward. Even at this 


time some of the older salts on the Luckenbach 
began to look at the clear blue sky that was 


spreading across the horizon and to shake their 

heads. They foresaw the coming event—a long 

pull up to windward and a tug boat to take the 

—* home. But no one said anything about 
yet. 

“*How do you like the looksof it?’ asked an 
enthusiast who had not yet become seasick. 

“Oh, it’ll do pretty well for a first stretch,” 
said Dr, Woodbury. 

The two boats stood on until the big Rocka- 
way Hotel began to stand up, purple and brown, 
in the distance. Away they raced until the sil- 
ver beach in front of the botel gleamed brightly 
in eh nt ge sunlight. Then the Genesta spun 
around and ran directly across the Puritan’s 
bows. Mr. Gould’s big yacht gave utterance to 


her approval with an emphatic bang. The cut- 
ter men smiled, Thesloopmen didn't, Ina few 


minutes the Genesta came aboutagain, this time 
only a short distance to windward of the Puri- 
tan. It looked as if the cutter was going to 
Dianket the sloop, but the weather was not cola 
enough to make anything from Boston take to 
blankets. Sbe eased off hor sheets and glided 
gracefully out from under the lee of the cutter, 
and then a change cume rapidly over the aspect 
of afatrs, 

Mhe Puritan trimmed in her sheets, but not so 
far as they were before. She began to go abead 
as if she had eT reaiized that she was out 
for business. She @gan to gain perceptibly. 
Socn she commenced to gain empbatically. The 
sloop men did not smile; they simply danced 
hornpipes. The cutter men wrapped them- 
selves in abysmal gloom. Dr. Woodbury went 
to bed. The Long Beach Hotel and cottages 
were swimming on the horizon like an old duck 
and a lot of young ducklings. The tugs, steam- 
boats, and steam yachts were rolling wild- 
ly. Seasick people were thick as ‘leaves in 
Vallambrosa”’ and »b no means as pretty 
to look at. The wind was falling. The occan 
looked less wrinkled to windward, and slowly 
the unpleasant prospect made itself plain that 
there would be no race. Both boats tacked off 


Far Kookaway. The Puritan sent up her olub 
topsail and was cheered by the genuine old 
sports on board the Kill von Kull. The Genesta 
sent up her club topeatl and put on a bigger fore 
staysail. Tho Puritan did not mind ita bit; but 
went — on gaining on her and going to wind- 
ward. he sea was full of curious little red 
worms. People on steam yachts were hauling 
them up in buckets and wondering what they 
were, 

“ They’ve swallowed the wind,” saida cutter 
map, ** and our luck with it.” 

Then the wind freshened for a few moments 
and every one began to look hopeftil again. But 
it wasa fickle and deceptive wind—a feminine 
wind, if ever there was one—and it dropped as 
quickly"hs it had freshened. All hands began to 
bunt for the tug Scandinavian, which had been 
sent ahead to log off the course. Presently she 
was descried Lagaom on the horizon five miles 
away, and there was h groan. 

“It’s no use; they can’t make it to-day.” And 
it was evident that they could not. Some of the 
steam yachtsmen took to trolling for —_— sh, 
but they didn’t have as much luck asa solitary 
man in an open boat, The race was morioto- 
nous, It was deeply, oppressively, sadly slow. 
The fleet of steamers ran out to the mark buoy, 
near the Scandinavian, and waited. After tack- 

ng this way and that the Puritan headed for the 
uoy. She was a long, long time reaching it, 
but finally she rounded it. The Columbia start- 
ed a long whistle, and ali the other steamers 
joined her in a chorus of discordant steam 
shrieks. A brass band on one of the boats 
played “Columbia, the gem of the ocean." 

The Genonta stood on for a time, and finally, 
when the limit of time set for the race was with- 
in half an hour of — . the Regatta Com- 
mittee ordered the club flag to be lowered on 
the Luckenbach, and 


e race was declared off. 
Every one sighed, 


he Luckenbach took the 
enesta in tow. Bir Hi perd Sutton and his 
riends looked solemn, ii e Scandinavian took 
the Puritan in tow, and asthe new moon camo 
out jn the soft blue of the westerly sly all hands 
started for home and prepared to try, try again.

THE RECORD OF THE RACE. 
A CLEVER MOVE BY THE GENESTA WHICH 
THE PURITAN’S SKIPPER CHECKMATES, 


A fresh wind east by north, the first of 
the ebb, and a heavy swell with plenty of white 
caps were the conditions under which the third 
attempt was made to sail the first race for the 
America’s Cup. The signal to call the racers to 
the line was given at 11:15, 15 minutes before the 
preparatory signal. Both yachts were then 
below the line. that is to the eastward 
of it, the Genesta being the nearer 
of the two. The lLuckenbach was a 
hundred yards south of the lightship. The 
yachts came up with free sheets. Each was 
carrying a working topsail, jib, and staysail, 
the character of the weather not being such as 
to encourage the use of club topsails and jib 
topsails, The Genesta passed between the tug 
and the lightship, while the Puritan went astern 
of the tug. The Yankee sloop lay astern of the 
tug, with her nose inthe wind, while her rival 
went down and took position to the southeast 
of the tug, ashort distance away. These were 
the relative positions of the racers when the 
preparatory signa) was given at 11:80. 

The course was laid east by north in the teeth 
of the wind, and the tug Scandinavian had 
started at 11:26 tolay it off. Both boats edged 
up tothe line with eased sheets. The Genesta 
was ahead, but the Puritan held the windward 
position, and they were far enough apart to in- 
dicate that neither of them.was inelined to risk 
the chance of another co)lision. The skippers 
of both boats timed to a nicety their approach 
to the line, and were within a few yards of it 
when the starting signa! was given at 11:35. 
It seemed as if the Genesta would cross 
the line first, but the Puritan wasina position 
to free her sheets and come down with a full 
rap. She did this and shot across ahead of the 
Genesta, gliding between the judges’ boat and 
her rival, completely hiding her from sight. 
Their times of starting were: Puritan, 11:35:41; 
Genesta, 11:85:48. Both crossed on the starboard 
tack and stood on a northeasterly course toward 
Far Rockaway. The wind lightened up a good 
deal just as the start was made. 

And now came a season of depression for the 
friends of the American sloop. The racers had 
run a long way off before the Luckenback 
could get her anchor up, so that when she start- 
ed after them, and it seemed asif the Genesta 
had outfooted the Puritan, the friends of the 
latter consoled themselves by attributing the ap- 
parent gain toa deceptive effect of the angie of 
vision. But when the tug overtook them it was 
only too manifest that there was no decep- 
tion in the matter. Tbe cutter had un- 
questionably outfooted the sloop badly, al- 
though the latter was keeping up well to 
the windward. But she was not enough to the 
windward to counterbalance the Genesta’s gain. 
The outlook was decidedly blue for the sloop. If 
the cutter could beat herso badly on one stretch, 
how far would she beather to the outward 
mark? That was the question that was 
troubling every true American heart. It was 
evident what the trouble was with the Puritan; 
there was too little wind and too much sea. The 
wind had steadily flattened out since the 
start, and at this time—11:45 to 12:15—it 
had not strength enough to heel the boats, 
The yachts held on the starboard tack until 
12:41, when the Genesta went about and stood 
to cross tacks with the Puritan. How much was 
she ahead? Some one ventured a suggestion 
that she was three-quarters of a mile: others 
said haif a mile; nobody estimated the distance 
at less than a quarter. As the boats neared each 
other the excitement became intense. 

* She won't cross her bows so far, after all!” 
éxclaimed one. 

‘**She won't cross them at all!” exclaimed an- 
other. 

“Yes,” said a wise old salt, ‘she will cross 
them, but not by much.” 

The old salt was right; the Genesta crossed the 
Puritan's bows, but sho had not much room to 


; stroyed the chief interest in the race, and the 


spare. Then she attempted a clever thing. She 
went about on the weather bow of the Puritan 
at 12:44 for the purpose of blanketing her, But 
the skipper of the Puritan was far too sharp to 
be caught in such atrap. Anticipating the de- 
sign of the Englishman, he bore broad off, shot 
straight through the latter’s lee, and came out 


ahead of him before he was well out of stays. 


It wasa clever move, but a cleverer cheok, and 
it showed the Englishman that the Yaniee was 
not the man to play pranks with. The advantage % 
the Genesta had at the best was very slight, but 
she lost it entirely and pyit herself astern by 
this attempt to outwit the Yankee. The princi- 
pal difficulty with the Puritan was, as already 
said, the want of wind, but she was also ham- 


pered by having her sheets trimmed in too fiat. 
This was proved conclusively by the rapid way 
in which she outfooted the Genesta as soon as 
she was hauled on the wind again. The revul- 


sion ot feeling was extraordinary. Sloopmen, 
who a few minutes before were aghast, were 


jubilant now and loud in their commenda- 
tions of the skill with which the Puritan had 
been handled at the critical point in the race. 
Cuttermen, who were shortly before in a hign 
state of elation, lost their flow of spirits as they 
saw the Puritan running away from the gallant 
Briton, and were disposed to resent any sugges- 
tion that the former was the leading boat. 

The Genesta being no longer in a position to 
force tacks on the Puritan, vet afraid to desert 
her lest she should be tnrown hopelessly in the 
rear by doing so, had no aiternative but to follow 
her resienedly. The Puritan stood calmly on 
to the Far Rockuway Beach, until the people 
upon her decks could see the spectators crowd- 
ing down to the shore to catch a glimpse of the 
yachts. How far she would have led the Genesta 


on this chase it is impossible to say; but the lat- 
ter’s skivper, realizing that not 
oing well, determined to 
Fis ageing | the Genesta went about on the port 
tack at 1:10, stood for the open sea, and made 
preparations to crowd on more sail. The Puri- 
tan, however, had no 1dea of letting her go off 
alone to hunt for luck, so she went about before 
the Genesta was well out of stays, there being 


only 80 seconds between them. This change of 


tacks placed the Puritan on the weather quarter 
of the Genesta, and every movement on board 
the latter was visible to those on board the 
former. That the Puritan's sailors were keep- 
ing a close watch on their adversaries soon 
became’ evident, for the moment the 
latter made a move to set a_ larger 
topsail the former began to bend their 
club, and thenceforth there was a race to 
determine which should set their sky-scraper 
first. The Genesta took in her working topsail 
at 1:15, but the Puritan held on to hers and went 
to work to set the club over it. The Puritan was 
therefore the first to get her sail up, but the Ge- 
nesta had hers sheeted home at 1:19, 2 minutes 
sooner than the Puritan. Instead of a club top- 
sail the Genesta set a big sprit topsail, a sail in- 


termediate in size between the working topsall 
and the club. 

The Luckenbach was following the Genesta at 
this time, and the Puritan was on her port quar- 
ter, but some distance to windward. It was evi- 
dent before many minutes had passed that the 
sloop was both outpointing and ag Na the 
cutter. Indeed this was so patent that the Eng- 
lishmer becoming uneasy took in their working 
staysail and set a balloon in place of it. Butthis 
availednothing. The Puritan gained steadily, 
andin less than an hour changed her position 
from the weather quarter to the weather 
bow of the cutter, and was at the 
same time fully half a mile to wind- 
ward. The wind, which had fallen quite light 
about lo’clock andatthe same time shifted 
from feast’by north to east-southeast, a variation 
of three points, began to freshen again about 
1:15, and by 2 o'clock was back in the old quar- 
terand blowing a fair sailing breeze. Tt was 
during this period of freshening breeze that the 
Puritan made the most conspicuous gain on her 
edversary, and when at 3:07 she went about, 
after having been op the port tack for two 
hours, she was a full mile dead to windward 
of the cutter. This was showing with omphasis 
what the sloop could do with the cutter in cutter 
weather, for the sea, though it had lost the 
choppiness of the morning, had an exceedingly 
heavy swell on. On this long port tack the 
eee southeast by south went right 
into the seas, rarmiees egg atl boon their fore feet 
and their rudder posts. he Genesta frequentiy 
ducked her bowsprit 50 as to wet several feet of 
her iid. but the Puritan, although she touched 
the 1p of her bowsprit once or twice when 
a by an unusually heavy roller, never wet 

er jib. 

The Genesta went about on the starboard tack 
at 3:14, almost dead in the wake of the Puritan 
and considerably more than a mile behind her. 
The yachts had then sailed overa little more 
than half the windward course, and already the 
Genesta was hopelessly beaten. The Puritan 
was so far ahead that her rival could not hope 
to catch up, and yet tle two boats were not 
widely enough separated for any change of 
winad to put the cutteron even terms. In short, 
nothing but the assistance of a steam tug could 
enable her to close up the gap. 

Yet it required no great foresight to predict 
that in this race, as in Monday’s, the Puritan’s 
good work would go for naught. The wind’ 
atter 3 o’clock beyan to die out again, and. this 
time there could be no mistaking that it was 
the dying fall that comes with the setting of the 
sun. The markboat was still miles away to the 
windward, in fact barely visible to the naked 
eye, and fully half of the specified time in 
which the race was to be sailed had already 
elapsed. There was no disguising the fact—the 
Puritan could not go over the course in time to 
make the race, This conviction of course de- 


only question was how much the Puritan would 
beat the Genesta to the outer mark. 

The Puritan held on the starboard tack for 
more than an hour, when, as she stil) continued 
to draw away from the Genesta, her skipper, 
fearing to get too far away, put about at 4:16 
for tbe purpose of placing himself more on the 
weather gage. This was sound policy, for 1t 
guarded against any possible benefit to 
the cutter of a change of wind, but it 
was hardly necessary, for the wind gave 
much better pens of dying out altogetner 
than of changing. The ftooa tide now began also 
to make itself felt against the racers,and although 
they were nearing the mark, their subsequent 
progress, even if aided by more wind, was sure 
to be more slow and tedious. At 4:21 the Puri- 
tan went about again on the starboard tack, 
nearly two miles dead to windward of the cut- 
ter. 
The Genesta meanwhile had held all the time 
on the starboard tack, apparently with a view 
to reaching tar enough northward and eastward 
to fetch the mark on her next tack, but her 
skipper seeing finally that nothing was to be 
gained by doing that put herabout at 4:49, At 
the same time he took down his sprit topsail ana 
soon after set hisclub. With this enormous sail 
the cutter did pot do appreciably better than 
she had without it. On every tack thereafter, 
as on every tack before except the first, the 
sloop showed out further ahead. The most 
earnest advocates of cutters were dumfounded. 
They could not understand it at all. Here was 
a sloop beating a crack cutter at every turn ina 
heavy seaand with the lightest kind of wind. 
It was incomprehensible. It wasreally too bad ! 
They fell back on the old argument, the need of 
plenty of wind. Butthe sloop men were jubi- 
lant, and they all said ‘*I told you so!” 

The Puritan made two more short tacks and 
finally, at 5:24, went about on the port tack and 
etood for the mark. The wind nad fallen so 
light that she could hardly come around in the 
heavy sea, but she succeeded and crept up slow- 
ly to the turning point. It took ber nearly 14 
minutes to reach the mark, and she veered away 
and started sheets for home at 5:37:56, amid a 
pandemonium of steam whistles and vociferous 
cheering by the spectators on the steamboats. 
She set her spinnaker at once, but there was not 
wind enough to keep the foot of the great sail 
out of the water, and it had to be taken in again 
and reset so as to obviate the difficulty. The 
entire operation occupied just two minutes. 

The Puritan had turned the mark 15 minutes, 
and the Genesta was still a long distance to the 
leeward of it, in that light air fully 30 minutes 
to three-quarters of an hour away, when, at 
5:52, the Racing Committee decided to lower 
the club flag as a signal to the racers that there 
was no race, it being plainly impossible to finish 
in time. The Puritan was over 18 miles from 
the finish, and there was less than an hour left to 
do it in. soon as the signal was given the 
Genesta veered away and headed for home, and 
many of the spectators, who did not notice the 
signal, supposed that the cutter bad given up 
the race voluntarily. 

The Luckenbach took the Genesta in tow at 6 
o’clock, and the Soandinavian, having taken 
aboard the bouy, picked up the Puritan 20 min- 
utes later. Tne vacbhts were dropped in the 
Horseshoe between 8 and 9 o'clock, and the tugs 
came on up to the city.

BOATS FOLLOWING THE RACE. 
THE NEW-YORK YACHT CLUB'S MEMBERS 
WATCH THE CONTEST FROM THE TAURUS. 

There were not less than 10,000 persons 
afloat in the course of the racing yachts. Imme- 
diately atter the starta swarm of steamers and 
tugs, steam yachts and excursion boats, and big 
and small sailing craft, turned into the wake from 
the Bay and Narrows, from the Horseshoe, and 


below Sandy Hook, making avast picture of 
bright and glistening color. After the first 
hour’s run mauy of the lJighter craft turned 
back, not taking kindly to the Genesta weather 
that was er ge and foaming the green water. 
When all had dropped cut that could not vent- 
ure into rough water there still remained about 
15 excursion steamers, a score of tugs,a dozen 
or 80 steam yacbts, and a few daring small boats, 

The colors of the New-York Yacht Club flut- 
tered all over the Taurus, and on board there 
was a large crowd of enthusiastic and interested 
yacbtsmen. They watched tho movements of 
the rival boats ciosely, and when the Genesta,

stretch, came about and stood across the 
Puritan’s bows, there was no little ex- 
citement on board. Some people thought 
that there was to be a repetition of Tuesday's 
accident, with the positions of tbe boats re- 
versed. Everybody appreciated the manoeuvre. 
* That’s a clever dodge,”’ said one club man; “a 
regular Yankee wiek I’m giad I didn’t go to 
lunch. I wouldn’t pave missed seeing that for 
all the lunches that I ever expect to eat.” 

Sir Roderick W. Cameron and Mr. F, W. J. 


Hurst, who are believers in the Genesta, imme- 
diately drew their pocketbooks and announced 
their readiness to make a wager or two. They 
were not obliged to hunt for takers. Some of 
the cuttermen rejoiced in the fact that the 
rough sea and _ stiff breeze of the early 
part of the da were more _ favorable 
to the cutter than to the sloop, and 
believed that if these conditions bad held 
the Genesta would have won. These people 
thought that the Puritan’s success was due in 
part to the light wind and smoother sea of the 
afternoon, and they grumbled at the Regatta 
Committee for having fixed the limit of time at 
ser:~n hours. Generally, however, the Taurus’s 
prsseugers were believers in the Puritan first, 
lass, aud always, and saw nothing to be serious- 
ly scared about in the Genesta’s early advan- 
tare, 

There was quite a Boston contingent among 
the 400 or 500 people onthe Taurus. Among 
them were W. D. Forbes, brother of J. Malcolm 
Forbes, T. Denny Boardman, and Mr. Lincoln, 
of the shipping house of Thayer & Lincoln. 
Mr. Thayer, of Lancaster. Mass., whose 
Winter residence is in Boston, and who 
wes one of the contingent, said that 


he returned from Europe _ espectally 


to witness this race. It is said that he told Mr, 
Burgess that if the sloop rounded the outer mark 
first he would give him an order to builda 
steam yacht. As the Puritan got there first Mr. 
Burgess has business ahead. The expense of 
chartering a club boat is so great that the mem- 
bers may go to the race like other people to-day. 
On Monday they will have the Taurus again. 

Police Commissioners French and Voorhis, In- 


spector Byrnes, ex-Alderman Masterson, Charles 
Storm, Deputy Clerk to the Commissioners; 

apt. Kip, of the Seventh Regiment, and Col. 
McClure, of Tiffany & Co., were among those on 
board the police boat Patrol. In activity of 
movement and general ubiquity the Patrol was 
conspicuous throughout the day. Capt. Smith, 
who has charge of the boat, kept beside bis 


pilot almost constantly, Wherever there was 


a sign of crowding or of anything out 
of which an _ accident might come, the 
Patrol was quick to see it and to check it, glid- 
ing among the crowd or sending outa warning 
whistle of alarm. The‘ jurisdiction of the boat 
ended at Sandy Hook, but no one was disposed 
to question its authority beyond that point, and 
when it pushed to the front after the race had 
fairly started place was readily yielded there for 
it, the hig steamers and the other craft spread- 
ing out in broad lines behind the little leader. 
Just before the Puritan turned the stake the 
passengers Ou the excursion steamer Elm City 
were startled by seeing a man rush suddenly 
from one of the cabins on the upper deck of the 
boat, leap upon the rail, and then plunge 
into the water. A cry of “Man over- 
board” was raised, and in a few moments a boat 


was manned and lowered to the rescue, The 
would-be suicide was pulled out of the water 
in a half unconscious condition, but was soon 
revived on the steamer by the use 
of stimulants. The man’s name was not 
known and the officers of the vessel were very 
reticent in regard to the matter. He worea 
uniform, however, and was said to be the Cap- 
tain’s brother, There was a woman in the cabin 
from which he rushed so unceremoniously, and 
- —_ nearly overcome by the ehock of the in- 
cident.

AWAITING THE RESULT. 
THE BULLETINS EVERYWHERE SURROUNDED 
BY EAGER CROWDS, 


A crowd was gathered in front of Tur 
TimEs Building long before the start and the 
pbuiletins announcing the preparations for the 
race were received with interest. When the 
start was announced there was a sensation, and 
the throngs about the bulletins increased rapidly 
in number, so that at 12 o’clock there were at 


least 2,000 people in Park-row and Printing 
House-square awaiting the dispatches that were 
momentarily being posted on the various bul- 
letin boards. 

There was intense interest to learn which of 
the yachts would lead at the start, and when the 
dispatch was posted announcing that the 
Genesta had gained a !ead there was gloom upon 
the community. The throngs continued to in- 
crease in number Goring the afternoon, and 
when the news came that the Puritan was in the 
lead the excitement was boundless. 

Down town the brokers and business men had 
plenty of opportunities to learn of the progress 

f the race, In the Maritime Exchange 

ulletins were posted every five minutes, and 
the floor was crowded ali the afternoon. The 
news was recetved in the Stock Exchange by 
the ticker. In the upper part of the city the 
same interest was manifested. The ticker in the 
Hoffman House corridor was surrounded by 
gorgeous young men in plaid suits, who eagerl 
read the tape as fresh information was received, 
until ic became apparent that there would be 
no race, 

When this rumor was verified there was dire 
dismay written upon every ee ee and 
the interest 1n the bulletins waned. The Stock 
Exchange jokers posted a builetin over the ros- 
trum that read as follows: 

“The next race between the Puritan and Genesta 
will come off on the lake in Central Park, gr-eise on 
the Government Trout Pond in Babylon.” 





BUYING THE TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


THE BANKERS AND MERCHANTS’ PROPERTY 
IN THE WEST SOLD TO E. S. STOKES, 


Edward 8. Stokes was bubbling over 
with good nature at the Hoffman House last 
night when a TIMes reporter asked him what 
had been the outcome of Judge Barber’s de- 
cision at Cleveland to order the sale of the lines 
of the Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany situatedin Ohio. He replied: ** I bought 
the lines to-day for $65,300. The effect will 
probably be to settle the suit involving the 
wires of the American Rapid Company. When 
the Western Union cut the Bankers and Mer- 


chants’ wires it robably thought it 
would control the estern system of the 
latter, The action of the court In ordering the 
sale of the lines knocks this little scheme on the 
head. It is the biggest thing yet for the United 
Lines, as, in consequence of the order of the 
court, we shall institute proceedings to cancel 
the lease of the American Rapid to the Western 
Union. The latter will probably be very giad to 
be relieved of the lease, as the sale practically 
means that the American Rapid has no lines, and 
the Western Union probably will not care to 
pay $60,000 yearly for nothing. The decision of 

he court was that the claim of the Rapid Com- 
pany that it bad built the lines sold trom the 
proceeds of its bonds was all nonsense, and that 
the bonds so issved were fraudulent. 

“The lines solid,’ concluded Mr. Stokes, **run 
from Pittsburg to Columbus and thence to In- 
dianapolis and Cincinnati, in all 752 miles of 
poles and wires, of which 400 miles are provided 
with 10 wires. It also embraces connecting 
lines consisting of 503 miles of poles with 2,012 
miles of wires, running tu Detroit and Toledo, 
thence all through Indiana and Michigan, and 
connecting at Chicago with the underground 
system. The lines will all be turned over to the 
United Lines Company and will torm one of the 
most important sections of our system.” 





A SHIPLOAD OF SILVER DOLLARS. 
NeEw-OrLEANS, Sept. 11.—The United 
States man-of-war Swatara cast off at 1 o’clock 
to-day and started down the river. She had on 
board 10,400,000 silver dollars, put up in bags 


of 1,000 each, which in turn were packed in 
wooden cases, four bags euch, each case weigh- 
ing 260 pounds. The whole cargo weighed 315 
tons, and was stowed in the magazine and 
shot lockers.

FULLY TWENTY-FIVE INDIANA 
COUNTIES AFFECTED. 
THE RETURNS STILL INCOMPLETE—A NEWS 


YORK BROKER’S INQUIRIES—POLLARD’S 
QUESTIONABLE ANTECEDENTS. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 11.—The returm 
from the township orderswindle ares) wly com< 
ing in from all parts of the country, and its ex- 
tent seems to be even greater than was at first 
suspected. The latest information is that from 
$250,000 to $300,000 worth of the orders was dis- 
posed of in the East. where the business had 


only fairly begun, and the probabilities aré 
that a much larger amount is held in Chicago. 
The firm which handled more than $100,000 of 
them has a list of the townships from which 


they were issued, and this shows that at least 23 
counties in the State bave suffered from the 


swindle, with more yet to hear from. A dis<« 
patch from Canada received this morning an- 
nounces that Brown, one of the absconding 
Daviess County Trustees, has removed from) 
Hamiiton to London and has taken an assumed 


name. An effort will be made to get him batk 
here. 
Mr. Walter Stanton, ot the firm of Coffin A 


Stanton, brokers, of New-York, who purchased 
$1,600,000 of the State bonds a few montns aro, 
isin the city. He has just returned from a visit 
to various parts of the State from which town- 


ship orders were issued, having been trying ta 


do what he could to protect the interests of hid 


customers. He is of the opinion that all tha 
warrants his firm bandled were given in ex- 
change for school supplies actually bought and 
delivered. He says: ‘** Before handling these 
orders we toox every precaution to see that 


they were genuine. We wrote to all na 


tional banks in Indiana that were neat 


the townships which were issuing the 
warrants and from them we _ received 
word that they were valid obligations, which’ 
were in common circulation and usually prom pt-< 
ly paid. Then we consulted three of the leading; 
legal firms of the State, and from them received; 
written opinions that the orders were all right, 
Not satisfied with this, we got an opinion frort 
our New-York attorneys to the same effect, and 
in almost every case where we made sales thé 
purchasers took the same trouble to verity the 
genuineness of the orders. As an additionul 
precaution to those already taken, we sent thesd 
orders to the various national banks nearest to 
the townships which issued them, and had the 
Trustees come there and personally examine 
them and certify to their validity.” 


A fow weeks ago a prominent attorney called 
upon the reporter of the Supreme Court and 
asked him to certify that a certain opinion by 
Judge Howk was the last one ed by the 
court touching the matter of the liability of 
townships for warrants issued by Trustees. Mr. 
Sheerin declined to do this, but upon reference 
to this case to-day he finds that it may afford a 
grain of comfort to those who have accepted 
the fraudulent warrants. The case in question 
was Milliard against the White River School 
Township of Gibson County. The plaintiff 
brought suit to recover the value of township 
warrants given in payment for teliurians. Re- 
ferring to sections 6,000 and 6,007, Revised Stat-, 
utes, which provide that a Trustee has not) 
power to borrow money without the order of 
the Commissioners, Judge Howk says: 

Weare of opinion that these sections can have no 
application to the ordinary debts incurred by tha 
Trustees for furniture. apparatus, and other supplies, 
such asthe debt incarred for thetellurians. Besides,, 
the sections of the statute did not enlarge, but were 
intended to limit the power of the Trustee to contract 
debt binding upon his township. This court has re- 

eatedly held that notes executed by a township 
Krnstee for borrowed money did not evidence debts of 
the township unless it was shown that the money bor- 
rowed had been used for the legitimate purposes of 
the township. 

R. B. Pollard, the leader in the great swindle,, 
resided in Washington, Ind., with his family 
during one Winter a few years ago. His ng f 
then consisted of himself, wife, hisson Frank B. 
Pollard, and one daughter. The Pollards had 
plenty of money, dressed nicely, lived bigh, and 
went into the best society. Pollard was a great 
poker player, and is said to bave * blown in” 
thousands of dollars in the game, with which he 
was wildly fascinated. When sober he was a 
pretty fair player, it issaid, but he would get in- 
toxicated and the poker sharks would rob him of 
all behead. Pollard was exceeding liberal when he 
was ** fiush,” and hotel porters relate instances 
where he paid them as high as $10 for some ine 
significant errand. On occasions wben he had 
no money he would pawn a township order or 
perhaps avaluable piece of jewelry, which he 
always redeemed. He formerly lived in Aurora, 
Iil.. of which State he is a native. About 15 

ears ago, in going bail’ for a coworker indicted 

or forgery, Pollard swore tbat he was worth 

40,000, when, in fact, he had no financial stand- 

ng. For this he was indicted and convicted of 
perjury. He was inthe Kane County Jail for 
nearly a year, pending an appeal. The higher 
court reversed the decision on a technicality. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 11.—lt was learned here 
to-day that Pollard and the Trustees inter- 
ested in the Indiana school warrant frauds 
made a certain saloon in Washington. 
street their headquarters while they were in 
this city. The bartender in the saloon says that 
he made the acquaintance of the men about a 
month ago. The party then consisted of R. 
B. Pollard, his son Frank, his brother-in-law, 
Campbell, John Grimsley, Charles Brown, and 
John Clarke. They used to go to the saloon every 
day and hang about for the greater part of the 
time. Pollard used to runinand out constantly. 
He would hold consultations with the Trustees 
every time he entered, and seemed to be full of 
business. All the men seemed to have plenty of 
money, and once Grimsley exhibited a roll of bills 
which, at a low estimate, must bave amounted 
to $6,000. The men kept their own counsel, but 
the bartender gleaned from their conversation 
the fact that they were going East to conduct 
some business operations on a large scale. Last 
Friday morning the whole party, with the 
exception of Clarke, turned up acain in 
the Washington-street saloon. They all 
went into a private room, leaving the 
bartender outside reading a paper. Suddenly 
he came across a paragraph relating to the In- 
diana frauds and giving the names of the delin- 
quent Trustees of Daviess County. He cut the 
Paragraph out of the paper and showed it to 
Frank Pollard, with the remark: ‘** Here’s some- 
thing about your Indiana frauds. Do you sup- 
pose there is anything in it?’ ‘There was 
a hurried consultation, in which the word Can- 
ada was used and the entire party left. The 
Trustees probably started for Canada. Pollard 
was seen here as late as last Sunday. 


The bankers and brokers down town expressed 
great surprise yesterday at the statement tele- 
graphed from Indianapolis that most of the 
$750,000 in fraudulent township orders had been 
Placed in New-England and New-York. The 
regular dealers in township bonds declared that 
scarcely a single order had been seen in the 
New-York market, and no one knew of a trans- 
action in the securities in New-York. lt was 
generally believed that a very large proportion 
of the certificates had found their way to New- 
England through the medium of Chicago and 
Indianapolis brokers. The Third National Bank 
and Winslow, Lanier & Co. do by far the largest 
business with the Indiana banks, and at the 
offices of both it was stated most positively 
that no such securittes had ever been sent on for 
sale. Mr. Fahnestock, of Winslow, Lanier & Co., 
said that as the certificates could nv? jawfully be 
taken by the financial! institutions hyre, any sale 
of them would necessarily Ka In very small 
quantities to speculative holdeys, anN he had no 
idea that this had been done, his was con- 
firmed by Augustus T. Post, oxe of the leading 
dealers, who said that when a faw years ago an 
attempt was made to have him pine some of the 
certificates he positively declined, 2s there was 
po means of ascertaining whethe: ov not they 
had been Jawfully issued, and that all the per- 
sons to whom the scheme was referred took the 
same position, thus-effectuaily putting a stop te 
the negotiations.

THE ANTI-GERMAN EXCITEMENT: 


IN SPAIN. 

{ING ALFONSO CONSENTS TO APOLOGIZE— 
THE AGITATION THROUGHOUT THE 
COUNTRY—FALSE REPORTS OF A RIS- 
ING. 

Maprrm, Sept. 11.—Admiral Topete, 
fnder Secretary of the Marine, has resigned his 
pfice on account of the friendly terms em- 
podied in the the Spanish reply to Germany re- 
specting the Carolines affair. 

It is reported that the boiler of the Spanish 
pruiser Castilla, lying at Cadiz, has exploded. 
The Castilla is the largest cruiser in the Spanish 
Navy. 

A reception was held at the palace to-day in 
honor of the birthday of the King’s daughter, 
the Princess of Asturias, who is 6 years old. 
Among the guests were Count von Solms-Son- 
nenwalde, the German Minister, and other mem- 
bers of the Germas Legation, who were givena 
cordial welcome. Gen. Salamanca was also 
present. Sefor Sagasta and Gen. Lopez Domin- 


guez were absent. The streets were filled with 
prderly crowds. 


Lonpbon, Sept. 11—A number of special 
lispatches to the newspapers here state ‘that 
Senor Brabrilles, Governor of the Caroline Is- 
lands, after his arrest was taken to Yap, while 
others assert that he was taken to Manila. 

Aspecial to the Times, dated Madrid, 10 o'clock 
last evening, confirms the report that the Span- 
ish note to Germany expresses the hope that 
Germany will recognize the prior rights of Spain 
to the Carolines, even to the islands which Ger- 
man cruisers have already occupied, and says 
that Spain will insert in the Gazette an ample 
apology inthe name of King Alfonso, the Gov- 
ernment, and the country for the insults to the 
German Embassy. 

A Reuter dispatch from Madrid says that the 
so-called military rising, reports of which were 
published to-day, occurred on the 7th inst., and 
was only aslight disturbance in one of the bar- 
racks caused by a few drunken soldiers. 

Parts, Sept. 11.—Spanish news to-day is 
of aless optimistic character than for several 
days past. Bellicose mamfestoes have been 
placarded in many towns. Le Paris states that 
ithas received information from an authentic 
source that the German fleet has been ordered 
to be in readiness in case of emergency. 


BeRutIn, Sept. 11.—It is officially an-

Count Benomar, the Spanish Ambassador at 
Berlin, has been informed that a courier has 
erossed the frontier bearing a note of apology 
from the Spanish Government for the affront to 
the German Embassy at Madrid. The members 
of the German Foreign Office will be summoned 
for consultation immediately on the arrival of 
the Spanish note in this city.

sIGNING OF THE AFGHAN TRRATY—SCOTCH 
CHURCH DISESTABLISHMENT. 

Lonpon, Sept. 11.—The protocol defining 
fhe Russo-Afghan frontier ‘and giving Zulfikar 
and Meruchak to Afghanistan was signed in 
London yesterday. The Afghan Frontier Com- 
mission will meet in November and complete 
the details. M. Lessar, the special Russian Com- 
missioner, will return to St. Petersburg on Sun- 
day, his mission having been completed. 

Mr. Gladstone and Lord Rosebery have each 
written a letter for publication stating that the 
question of the disestablishment of the Scotch 
Church is purely a matter for Scotchmen to deal 
with and ought notto be madea test question 
at the coming Parliamentary election.

A LITTLE RIPPLE IN THE REPUBLICAN 
COUNTY COMMITTEE MEETING. 
The DPxecutive Committee of the Re- 


‘publican County Committee met in Grand Opera

Mr. Dayton explained that his action in bring- 
ing forward the amendment was to conform as 
closely as practicable with the wishes of the 
State Committee, which wasin favor of giving 
all Republicans an equal chance in the party 
primaries. The amendment was promptly sec- 
onded. 

“ Another mugwump dodge,” said a member 
ofthe committee, a short distance to the right 
ot Mr. Dayton. There were some murmurs of 
disapproval fora few moments, but when Will- 
iam H. Townley called for recognition by the 
chair the room was still. 

* Mr. Chairman,” said Mr. Townley, 
to a point of order.” 

“State your point of order,” said Chairman 
Mitchell. 

“The gentleman is out of order,” said M 
Townley, looking around upon Mr. Dayton wit 
asmile, ** because the matter he proposes is un- 
constitutional. The Republican Party in New- 
York County is working under a constitution 
which expressly declares that none but enrolled 
members of the party shall be allowed to vote 
at primary elections.” There was a murmur of 
satisfaction when Mr. Townley had stated his 
point of order. 

In passing upon the point of order raised by 
Mr, Townley, Chairman Mitchell said that as the 
question involved was of more than usual im- 
portance he would prefer to submit it to the 
committee. For his own part, however, he 
argued the thing proposed was clearly impos- 
sible. The constitution provided for the man- 
agement of the primaries, and the committee 
could not set aside its constitution at a 
special meeting which had been called 
to do nothing more than fix the date 
for the primaries.

ALBANY, Sept. 11.—The prospects of Sara- 
‘toga entertaining.a town full of rampant rep- 
resentatives of Demooracy all roaring for the 
Governor are daily brightening. Jacksonian 
and Jeffersonian will jostle one another amid 
scenes of glorious confusion. Elmira promises 
to furnish several carloads of the men who 
work the polls on election day. Albany’s Jack- 
sonian Club is even now discussing the style of 
dregs to be worn on the occasion. Shall the 17th 
of March beaver be called out and brushed up or 
shall headgear more modern top the 100 jaunty 
figures who will represent the organization are 
question now under solemn consideration. Other 
cities will doubtless soon be heard from. The 
Jeffersonian Clud of Saratoga makes the guarded 
announcement that it will serve as an ‘‘ escort” 
to all visiting organizations. A limited idea of 
hospitality is conveyed in this, and visitors 
would do well, perhaps, to bring their own tin 
cups and canteens along. It is understood that 
this is what the County Democracy will do. and 
rural bodies who have a boom in charge cannot 


afford to be eclipsed by their progressive city 
rivals. 

“It would be a good plan,” says the Water- 
town Jimes, “if the Republican Party could 
nominate for Senators and Assemblymen, not 
only this year, but every year, men who are 
‘absolutely spotless and unpurchasable.’ And 
when it fails to do it the nominees should be 
voted down. If bad men are to go the Legisla- 
ture, let them go as Democrats and not as Re- 
publicans.” 

To Judge Joseph Potter, of Whitehall, who is 
conducting his canvass for renomination upon 
the plan most approved by workers in dark- 
lantern politics, the Saratoga Journal addresses 
these pertinent inquiries: ‘* Did you not quite 
recently come into this county and lay a plan to 
secure delegates from the First Assembly Dis- 
trict favorable to yourself ? Did you not pro- 
cure the calling of the convention and of the 
primaries on short notice for the purpose of se- 
curing such delegates? Did you not go into 
several, if not all, of the towns of the First As- 
sembly District and employ means and. ex- 
ert your personal influence to constrain 
voters to elect delegates to Ballston in 
your interest? Arethere not legal cases pend- 
ing before you. as Judge,in which parties or 
attorneys in the lower district and in this dis- 
trict are interested? Did you enlist any of 
those persons in behalf of your nomination ?”’ In 
conclusion it says: “Judge Potter, you have 
held the scales of justice for 14 years in this 
district. Do you think it fair, honest, or just 
that you should carry the extraordinary influ- 
ence which the possession of that office gives 
you into the primary meetings and conventions 
to secure delegates bound to place you again in 
that office?” 

Of the Republican nominee for Assembly in 
the upper Washington district, the Troy 7imes 
has this to say: “The nomination of Capt. 
James Hi. Manville, of Whitehall, for member of 
Assembly from the northern district of Wash- 
ington County by the Republicans will be wel- 
comed by all who know the nominee. He has 
been Paymaster of the Assembly for two ses- 
sions, and has won many friends by his unvary- 
ing courtesy and geniality. He is well acquaint- 
ed with legislative technicalities, and will make 
in ali respects a valuable Assemblyman. There 
is no doubt as to his election.” 

The Senatorial question in Oneida County is 
complicated by the persistent determination of 
Senator Henry J. Coggeshall to secure a re- 
nomination. lt apparently makes no difference 
to him that Republicans have grave doubts 
about the power of his party to re-elect him. 
The Democrats keep an eye upon the situation, 
believing they can carry the district in the event 
of his renomination. be situation isso delicate 
that few Republicans care to talk out loud about 
it, realizing that any disturbance of the equili- 
brium between the two factions of the party may 
reopen the old sore. The Utica Herald handles 
the subject in this significant language in its re- 
view of the Senatorial situation generally: “It 
is thus evident that in the absence of excep- 
tional circumstances we are not likely to have 
as many Senators in the noxt Legislature as 
there areinthe present, and that the political 
division between the parties will, in any event, 
be so close that one vote may determine it. The 
Republicans of Oneida County need to have a 
care that the loss of a Republican Senate shall 
not be laid at their door.” 

Mr. Roswell P. Flower is grimly observant of 
the movements of Gov. Hill and his friends in 
capturing delegates. He has heard his own 
claims to the Gubernatorial nomination scoffed 
at by the Governor's indiscrect admirers, and 
now he realizes that they are guying him andin 
various ways belittling his importance as a 
Democrat. The Governor stole the Tioga 
delegation from under his very nose, and 
laughed at the injured feelings of the ex-Con- 
gressman’s friends. In the Broome Conven- 
tion “it took some little time to fix up the 
roll of delegates,” says the Binghamton Repub- 
lican, *“*‘numerous Hill men being substituted 
for absent members in a way that was extreme- 
ly slick to say theleast.” The ex-Congressman’s 
adherents evidently realized that advantage had 
been taken of them. ‘The resolutions indorsing 
the nimble Governor were received witb a wild 
yell, and “*the Flower men who were present, 
and among them a stalwart Alderman, who had 
been their standard bearer, but who had been 
outwitted by Hill’s benchmen, went through the 
motions with the rest, but they did not put_on 
the ‘tiger,’ nor could they be beard.” Mr, 
Fiower will yet be heard from. The delegation 
from Jefferson and probably :from Lewis will be 
his. State Committeeman Spratt said at the 
State Committee meeting that St. Lawrence en- 
tertained avery kindly feeling for Mr. Flower 
and might elect nine delegates for him. This jg 
corroborated by recent friendly utterances of 
Daniel Magone showing that an understanding 
of soine sort exists between himéand the ex- 
Congressman. Mr. Floweris not conducting a 
tin horn canvass, and the folly of the Governor 
in irritating him by tooting in his ear may be- 
come apparent later in the canvass. 

To the names of William E. Smith, George 
Raines, Daniel N. Lockwood, and Jobn C. Ja- 
cobs, who are placed on the list of Democratic 
candidates for Lieutenant-Governor, may be 
added the name of Gen. Charles Hughes, of 
Sandy Hill, whose friends have recently placed 
him in the fleld. 

The Prohibitionists of Dutchess County have 
nominated a full county ticket and entereda 
candidate in the Assembly race in each of the 
two districts. 

Mr. C. V. Barse, of Olean, is being pressed by 
many of the Cattaraugus Republicans for Sena- 
tor in the place of Commodore P. Vedder. 

The list of forgans that are now sounding 
the Governor’s praisas and laboring for his 
nomination includes the Elmira Gazette, Brook- 
lyn Eagle, Rochester Union, Buffalo Times, and 
the Reformatory Summary. The last named 
publication ao in type and printed by the in- 
mates of the Elmira Reformatory, distant two 
miles from the law office of the Governor's use- 
ful partners. Itis published weekly and is handed 
over the walls for circulation among a larger and 
more appreciative audience than the institution 
affords. 

Tho St. Lawrence delegates to the Republican 
Convention will be unpledged, according to 
Collector Daniels, of Ogdensburg. ‘* Their sole 
desire,” he adds, “‘ will be to nominate the best 
man for Governor. There has been some talk 
here favorable to the nomination of Levi P. 
Morton, of Joseph W. Drexel, of Gen. Uarr, or 
ot Judge Noah Davis.” This does not look 
very much as if Leslie W. Russell isa strong 
home candidate. 

Senator Edward B, Thomas, of Chenango, Re- 
publican candidate for the Attorney-General- 
ship, “is entitled,” says the Binghamton He- 
publican, *‘ as a matter of right toa faithful and 
able representative, as well asa matter of usual 
courtesy to the delegates of the Twenty-fourth 
District. The Broome County delegation should 
instruct its State delegatesto support him,”’ 

Many mishaps have befallen Cbairman James 
D. Warren and Secretary John W, Vrooman in 
their attempts to “tot up” the figures which 
will give the currect number of delegates to the 
next State Convention. Their official table shows 
threo mistakes. Their own total, according to 
their own figures, instead of being 693 is 692, 
Their error in regard to the Ontario district and 
the second St, Lawrence district adds two more 
delegates to their list, making a correct total of 
694. This has been the total ever since the com- 
mitteemen began their mathematical labors. 

The Syracuse Courler (Dem.) says: * A bit of 
information interesting to this locality is pro- 
mulgated in tho announcement that under cer- 
tain conditions the Hon. Carroll E. Smith, editor 
of the Syracuse Journal, will be a candidate for 
the nomination for Secretary of State. If Sen- 
ator McCarthy should fail of securing the nom- 
ination for Lieutenant-Governor we have it on 
good authority that Mr. Smith will be pressed 
for the nomination for Secretary of State.” 

* A careful examination of the districts where 
Gov. Hill shows most strength reveals the 
fact,” says the Oneida Dispatch, * that his popu- 
iarity and Cleveiand’s arein inverse ratio, Hill 
is strongest where the Administration is most 
vigorously opposed, and where the Administra- 
tion receives most cordial support there Hill 
fails to get support. Hill’s strength is uncoubt- 
edly due tothe factthat he is supposed to be 
unfriendly to the Administration.” 

The Prohbibitionists of Greene County have 
nominated candidates for all the county offices, 
pe ayes J Assemblyman. Prohibition cuts as 
much into the Democratic as into tbe Repub- 
lican Party in this Democratic stronghold. 

State Senator Jay Sloat Fassett, of Elmira, re- 
joices in the possession of youth, a daily news- 
paper of influence, a pair of twins, and a half 
million dollars, and these assets are about to be 
increased by the Republican renomination, 
which in the Chemung-Steuben-Allegany dis- 
trict means a re-election to the Senate.

A WOMAN AND HER CHILDREN SICK WITH 
SMALLPOX IN ‘TROY. 

Troy, N. Y., Sept. 11.—A woman and 
two children arrived in this city to-day upon 
one of the trains from Albany. Their hands 
seemed to have an esuption resembling small- 
pox. Although men are employed by the city to 
watch the arrivals-on all incoming trains and 
boats, none of them was in the station, and the 
woman and children got off and circulated 
among the crowd in the place. After a time 
they were put into one of the rooms in the sta- 
tion and the health authorities notified, but they 
were not taken away until four hours after their 
arrival, The health officers said they were suf- 
fering from varioloid. The fact that they were 
taken to the pesthouse, however. gave ground 
for the belief that they had the smallpox, and a 
council of physicians was called. They decided 
that the woman and the children had the small- 
pox. 

{t has been learned from the woman that she 
came from New-York by way of Albany. She 
is an Italian and was en route to Montreal to 
join her husband. She informed the physicians 
that she was taken sick on the ship on which she 
crossed the ocean about 15 days ago, but no one 
said anything about detaining her at the New- 
York Quarantine. The woman's face and the 
face of one of the children were badly broken 
out, and she said they had been in that condition 
several days. Her story is not given full cre- 
dence, A number of Italians are employed in this 
city and Albany digging for sewers. It is be- 
lieved that the patient is the wife of one of the 
men employed in Albany, or that she was sent 
away with her children to keep from the Albany

NEGRO THIEVES FOILED.

THEY FAIL TO GET ANY BOOTY AND ONE OF 
THEM IS KILLED. 

ALBANY, Ga., Sept. 11.—An attempt to 
kill and rob James Sumner at his home in Irwin 
County by three negroes and the tragic 
death of the leader of the thieves 
at Harkan’s Still, in Worth County, 
has just been reported. Mr. Sumner’s 
home is near the Worth County line. On Sun- 
day night three negroes hallooed at Mr. Sum- 
ner's gate and asked for supper. Mr. Sumner 
suspected that the negroes were up tu mis- 
chief, but they finally went away, as he thought. 
Soon, however, he discovered his gin house 
on fire. It occurred to him that the negroes 
were the incendiaries and that their object was 
to entice him out so that they could kill afid 
rob him. This idea so impressed itself upon him 
that he remained in his house and witnessed the 
destruction of his gin house and its contents by 
the flames. 

News of the outrage spread throughout the 
neighborhood, and on Monday a posse set out 
in pursuit of the incendiaries. The negroes 
were found and identified on Monday night 
in the storehouse at MHarkan‘s_ Btill. 
When the officers and osse undertook 
to arrest them one oO the negroes, 
who appeared to be the leader, showed fight and 
seized the gun of one of the posse. A struggle 
ensued, during which a second member of the 
posse shot the negro in the face. The negro 
then ran and was shot dead. 

The two other negroes submitted to arrest 
and made a confession. They said the man who 
had been killed had led them to Mr, Sumner’s 
for the purpose of murdering and robbing him, 
as Mr. Sumner had been represented as having a 
good deal of money. The appeal for something 
to eat was merely a ruse to get into the house 
and take their victim unawares. Failing in that, 
they tried to get the old man out by setting fire 
to his gin house.

SHOOTING AT ROUGHS. 

READING, Penn., Sept. 11.—A number of 
pistol shots fired in succession in Penn’s-square 
at 7 o’clock this evening created great excite- 
ment. Harry Jefferson, manager of Schock’s 
American Theatre, was shot inthe hand. Sev- 
eral roughs had picked a quarrel with him on 
the fair ground this afternoon, and followed 
him into the State House restaurant this evening, 


where one of the roughs, Hauser, struck him on 
the head with a loaded cane. Fearing that he 
would be killed, Jetferson excitedly fumbled in 
in his hip pocket for a pistol, his assailants 
taking to their heels. The pistol was discharged, 
the bullet striking Mr. Jefferson’s hand and 
lodging inthe bone. The manager followed his 
assailants into the | fae square and discharged 
three chambers of his pistol after them, to the 
imminent danger of passers by. No one was hit. 
Jefferson was arrested and locked up after his 
wound was attendedto. His assailants have not 
yet been caugbt. . 


FOUND GUILTY OF CRUELTY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—In the United 
States District Court this morning, before Judge 
Butler, Nathaniel Percy,Captain; August Peters, 
first mate, and John Lyons, second mate, of the 
American ship Standard, were given a summary 
hearing on the charge of cruelly beating 
Thomus Murphy, a sailor, during a voy- 
age from Liverpool to Philadelphia. Murphy 


testified that the vessel left Liverpool on 
Juty 30, and when one day out he had 
trouble with the second mate, who struck him 
onthe arm with a belaying pin. Subsequently 
he was struck and kicked und afterward abused 
by both the first mate and the Captain, from the 
etfect of which treatment be became insensible.

SAMUEL W. PIERCY'S CHILD.

When Samuel W. Piercy, the actor, died 
in Boston he left an infant daughter named 
Viola. It will be remembered that this child 
was the subject of a long contest in the Probate 
Court, which fesulted finally in letters of 


guardianship being issued to William Dunphy, 
the well known cattle king, her maternal grana- 
father. On the 26th the child’s Poternes grand- 
father, John C. Piercy, died in this ng leaving 
an estate worth $100,000 and personal property 
worth much more. He left tnree sons, Edward 
M., David J., and A. J., and also Viola C. OC. 
Piercy, the 5-year-old daughter of Samuel 
W. Piercy. The old contest between the 
two families has again been renewed by the 
applications of William Dunphy and Ed- 
ward M. Piercy for special letters of ad- 
ministration on the estate. Mr. Dunphy 
claims that the defendant left a will bequeath- 
ing half of his estate to Viola, and alleging that 
Edward M. Piercy, the other applicant, is an in- 
competent person to administer the large estate. 
On Saturday Judge Coffey heard the testimony 
of the contestants, suring which it appeared 
that the applicant, E. M. Piercy, was Treasurer 
for Harry Maynard, the pugilist. Mr. Dunphy 
testified that he understood the deceased intend- 
ed to cut E. M. Piercy off with a dollar, and 
that he had made a will leaving half his prop- 
erty to Viola, and that as young Piercy had 
never managed any business heavier than taking 
tickets at slugging and baseball matches he was 
not competent to manage this estate. Judge 
Coffey entered an order that W. H. H. Hart and 
Robert Crockett, attorneys for the petitioners, 
be allowed to search for any papers or docu- 
ments belonging to the deceased wherever they 
may be found, and continued the case for argu- 
ment.

THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 11.—In a leading 
editorial the Times to-morrow will say: ‘The 
South Pennsylvania Railroad will be built, and 
it will be built in the near future, but it will not 
be until the need of it necessitates its construc- 
tion. Itisa supreme necessity to the develop- 
ment of the southern border of the State, where

STILL CUTTING THE RATES. 
CuHicaao, Sept. 11.—Nearly all the roads 
running east from this city, with the exception 
of the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines, have 
virtually gone out of the freight business, not 
caring to compete at the existing low rates. 


The rates on high class freights are 
even more. seriously cut than on grain 
and provisions. It was reported to-day 
that one road had made a rate on uncompressed 
wool from Chicago to New-York or Boston of 
80 cents per 100 pounds, which is acut of 65 
cents. The Erie has given notice to some of its 
Western connections that hereafter it will 
not accept business from them at_ less 
than its pro rata of a 15 cents basis. 
It issaid, however, that the Erie is freely sabing 
flour and feed from Minneapolis on a basis of 
cents, Chicago to New-York. The New-York 
Central has given notice to its Western connec.

WHIPPED BY REGULATORS.

SOUTH CAROLINA MEN WHO TAKE THE 
LAW INTO THEIR OWN HANDS. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Sept. 11.—A full ac- 
count is published of the recent doings of bands 
of white regulators in Fairfield County, show- 
ing that their motive is a determination to abol- 
ish miscegenation. Last July the regulators, 
composed of the young men of the county, vis- 
ited a farm near Ridgeway occupied by a white 
family named Boyles, one of the daughters liv- 
ing openly with a negro man. Two others kept 
a disreputable house for negroes. The regu- 
lators whipved Boyles, his wife, and two daugh- 
ters and warned them to leave the county in 10 
days. Boyles begged to be allowed to harvest 
his crop, and on account of his poverty he was 
given leave to do so, but the original order being 
disobeyed the regulators gave the family an- 
other whipping. The regulators next visited 
parties between Ridgeway ana Winnsborough 
and whipped them badly. Loyd Davis, who 
has a negro mistress, was to have been visited, 
but he gotaway. His household furniture was 
pe gai up and his colored family warned 

o quit. 

Tom Davis, the richest merchant in Ridge- 
way, reported to be worth $45,000, was given 10 
days’ notice to quit because he had a negro mis- 
tress and family. He left his business in the 
hands of his clerks and left for Mississippi. Ross 
Wilhams, living onthe other side of Ridgeway 
with a negro woman, was visited and showed 
fight, but was severely whipped, as was his mis- 
tress, and ordered to leave. About 10 families, 
all mixed, have felt the power of the regulators 
so far. The excuse the regulators give is that 
the Grand Jury does not take cognizance of 
those living in open aaultery, because it is so 
hard to prove the existence of sucha tact. The 
people could not be reached by law, and so 
it was determined to reach them outside of the 
law. The chief offenders, whether warned or 
not, are dissolving their establishments and 
leaving, and fear of exposure and punishment 
prevails. The regulators disguise themse!ves 
while visiting by covering their faces with 
cloths. No weapons but hickory switches have 
been used. 





MOLLY MAGUIRES ORGANIZING. 
SHAMOKIN, Penn., Sept. 11.—Molly Ma- 
guireism is again rampant in the upper and 
lower Luzerne districts. Nine murders have re- 
cently occurred in the northern coal fields; and 


mines are frequently fired. Murderers and fire- 
bugs go free, and the coal and iron police seem 
powerless to afford protection to life and prop- 
erty. The ‘“* moonlight” rifle companies are 
drilling unmolested, and the association of 
miners and Jaborers is daily growing by hun- 
dreds. It is well known here that the Molly 
Maguire brotherhood has been quietly organiz- 
ing since Jast April, and a general outbreak is 
confidently looked for before November. De- 
tectives are watching for Socialist Gorsuch, of 
Chicago, who, it is thought, will try to organize 
arevolt among the miners, The familiar * cof.

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PRACTICAL REFORM WORK 
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AUDITOR WILLIAMS GIVES SOME 
SIGNIFICANT FACTS. 
THE WORK OF HIS OFFICE, WHICH WAS 
MUCH BEHIND, NEARLY UP TO DATE— 
A REDUCTION OF FORCE URGED. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Col. John 8. 
Wiliiams, Third Auditor of the Treasury, to-day 
addressed a letter to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury stating that on the first day of May Jast 
when he assumed the duties of Third Auditor it 
was notorious that the business of the office was 
largely in arrears, the plea being that the clerical 
force was not sufficient for the prompt dispatch 
of the work. The pension division was nearly 
& year behind in its examination and settle- 
ment of the accounts of pension agents, 
involving the sum of $75,967,885. The miscel- 
laneous claims against the Government, includ- 
ing State war claims, amounted to $15,587,774. 
Some of the work in the collections division was 
over two years in arrears. Jn the horse claim 
division over 11,000 claims were pending and un- 
settled, involving $1,716,396. The unsettled ac- 


counts of army Quartermasters and Commis- 
saries amounted to $5,458,208. The unsettled ac- 
counts of engineers amounted to $5,556,826, mak- 
ingagrand total of $104,527,017. In the short 
space of four months,ending Aug. 8l,and without 
increasing the clerical force, Auditor Williams 
says, the accounts of all the Pension Agents have 
been examined and settled up to June 1, and the 
clerks in the division are now examining and 
settling the accounts of the Jast quarter, which 
is current work. As showing the improvement 
in the working capacity of the clerks in that di- 
vision, he says that during May, June, July, and 
August of 1884 there were examined and settled 
accounts aggregating $16,223.58. For the corre- 
sponding four months of 1885 the same clerks 

with perhaps three or four exceptions, examined 
and settled $75,105,778. These figures make their 
own comment. Inthe horse claims division 613 
claims have been adjusted or rejected, involv- 
ing $76,275, besides carrying on a large 
amount of correspondence necessary to 
the proper disposal of the remaining cases. 

During the same period in 1884 200 cases were dis- 


posed of, involving $27,774. The accounts of the 
Quartermasters, Commissaries, and Engineers 
are up, as far as it is possible for them to be, and 
the clerks in these divisions are now engaged in 
current work. The claims division, the collec- 
tions division, and the horse claims division, 
are the only ones in arrears, and the character 
of the work necessarily precludes the possibility 
of its being done promptly. This 19 explained 


by the fact that in almost every case informa- 


tion is required from other offices and outside 
sources, which often involves long delay. 
Auditor Williams says it is due to the clerks in 
the office to say that, with few exceptions, since 
the present Auditor’s incumbency, they have 
been faithful and efficient. Their improvement 
in this respect is simply wonderful. As a conse- 
quence, @ large amount of work has been per- 


ormed, 80 that on the whole the business isina 

very satisfactory condition. The Auditor says, 

however, that it may be stated that since March 
4 there appears to have been an astonishing im- 
provement in the health of the clerks. Last 
year, with 159 clerks, there were 1,696 sick 
days. To-day the Auditor knows of only two 
clerks who are absent on sick leave. As tbe re- 
sult of the improved condition of the business 
of the office and the fact that greater efficiency 
has obtained, the Third Auditor recommends a 
reduction in the clerical force. The Jaw now 
provides for 158 clerks. There are now 6 vacan- 
cies caused by resignation, 4 of which need not 
be filled. The services of 12 more clerks can be dis- 
pensed with without injury tothe publicservice, 
making a total reduction of 16 clerks. It is un- 
derstood tbat the Secretary has selected the 
clerks who are to be dropped, and their names 
will be announced to-morrow. The list, it is 
said, includes two lady clerks.

ADMIRAL JOUETT’S LUNCHEON. 
SECOND CONTROLLER MAYNARD TAKES 
ISSUE WITH THE ADMIRAL, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Second Control- 
ler Maynard has written a reply to Rear-Ad- 
miral Jouett in regard to the item of $400 paid 
for the entertainment of visitors to the flagship 
Tennessee at the New-Orleans Exposition, in 
which he reviews the whole question in the light 
of the points raised by the Admiral in defense 
of the expenditure. He takes issue with the 
Admiral on the point that the expenditure could 
properly be made from the naval contingent 
fund, and quotes from a decision made by At- 
torney-General Devens, “that the words ‘*con- 
tingent expenses,’ as used in the Appropriation 
acts, mean such incidental casual expenses as 
are necessary or at least appropriate and 
convenient in order to the performance of the 
duties required by the department or the office 
for which the appropriation is made.” The Con- 
troller says he has been unable to find any. law 
which requires either the Navy Departmerit or 
any officer of the navy to entertain public of- 
ficials at the expense of the Government, and 
adds that he cannot assent to the Admiral’s 
statement that it has been the practice of the 
accounting officers to allow such disbursements 
under the head of contingent or extraordinary 
expenses. But whatever the practice in this 
respect may have been, he says, it will be 
conceded that, if unlawful, it cannot be too 
promptly discontinued. The Controller says 
further, that if the money was received by 
Admiral Jouett without rightful authority he 
must be mistaken in his view that the action of 
the accounting officers in directing the amount 
to be charged against him in his pay account is 
unauthorized and unprecedented, as jurisdiotion 
is expressly conferrea on the accounting officers 
to make set-offs of this character by sections 286 
and 1,776 of the Revised Statutes, and chapter 
149 of the Laws of 1875. The Controller 
adds, that tho records of the Treasury 
Department will bear him out in the 
statement tbat from time immemorial it 
has been the practice, where a _ public 
officer had received money belonging to the 
Government to which he was for any reason not 
entitled, to make a stoppage in his pay account 
until the amount illegally received has been 
made good. In moyen the Controller says that 
if the Admiral conceives that any part of his 
salary is unjustly withheld he can prosecute an 
action therefor in the appropriate Fedéral 
tribunal, where all the safe guards of a trial ac- 
cording to the forms of the common Jaw will be 
insured him, and where the legality of the ex- 
penditure in question can be fully litigated 
without reference to the-action of the account- 
ing officers.

MR. CRESWELL’S SALARY. 
HE PROTESTS AGAINST MR. DURHAM’S. AC- 
TION AND DEMANDS HIS PAY. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Judge Harlan, 
Presiding Judge of the Court of Alabama Claims, 
being still detained in the West by illness, the 
communication addressed by him, under date of 
Sept. 5, to Secretary Bayard, containing the 
court’s side of the controversy raised by the 
accounting officers of the Treasury in regard 
to the disbursements of the court and 


the authority under which they have been made, 
is still withheld from publication, but in the 
meantime a breezy correspondence has been 
started with First Controller Durham by ex. 
Senator Creswell, counsel for the United States 
before the court, whose salary Mr. Durham 
has suspended. In a letter dated Sept. 11 
Mr. Creswell refers with surprise to certain 
statements given out to newspapers with respect 
to his official saiary and position. He especially 
objects to the statement that the law only au- 
thorized his compensation at an allowance in 
each case tried, to be fixed by the court, and 
that the court had never paid the slightest at- 
tention to this law, and no evidence was on file 
that he had ever tried a case, notwithstanding 
which he had regularly drawn $8,000 a year. 
Mr. Cresswel says to the First Controller; 


“Koowing you to be the highest accounting officer 
of the Government, I am unwilling to suppose—in fact, 
l cannot believe—that these articles emanated from 
you. I have received no official communication from 
you whatever uponthe subject. I ao not know from 
any official source whether my salary has been stopped 
ornot. 1 know [ have not received it for the month of 
August. If you have refused to pass it you have left 
me completely inthe dark as to the reasons which 
have appeared to you sufficient to justify such action, 
and you have failed even to give me notice to appear 
forthe purpose of presenting my views in support of 
the claim.” 

Referring to the section in the original act es- 
tablishing the court which prowess that he, as 
counsel, should receive such reasonable allow- 
ance, to be apportioned in each claim, as might 
be approved by the court, Mr. Creswell says an 
honest effort was made by the former court to 
apply this section, but it was found imprac- 
ticable, and he accordingly went on with his 
duties for eight months without any pay until 
the matter could be laid before Congress 
and some fixed salary prescribed by law. He 
gives copious extracts from the debates in Con- 
gress when this matter was under discussion, 
showing an almost unanimous oe that his 
compensation ought to be by a fixed salary and 
not by an apportionment, the only difference of 
opinion being whether the pay should be $12,500, 

10,000, $8,000 and $8 a day expenses, or $8,000. 

e shows that finally,on motion of Senator 
(now Secretary) Bayard, the latter sum was 
agreed upon. Thereupon Mr. Creswell asks: 

“Who shall give meaning tothis proviso but the 
Senators who debated it? and who shall be bette’ 
authority than the very Senator who amended the 
amendment to meet his own views and then proceeded 
to explain precisely what those views were? (Observe 
what Mr. Bayard said: ‘I propose to put 
that on «a level with the Attorney- 
General United States, a Cabinet officer, 
and to pay him a snaiury of $3,000, which, it seems to 
me,ia enougn forhis services.’ This difference be- 
tween Mr. Buyardon the one sideand his brother 
Senators, who agreed with him, and yourself on the 
other, is irrecon.ilable, and the interence is inevitable 
either that Senator lsayard and his confréres did not 
knowthe meaning of their own language or that 
Controller Durham is in error.” 

Mr. Creswell goes on to say that after a care- 
ful study of this law and the debate which ac- 
companied it the former court adopted in open 
court en order tixing bis compensation at $8,000 
a year, payable monthly. This order, he claims, 
18 still in foree. Thisisnot a new court. It is 
the Court of Alabama Claims re-established, 
and all the permanent orders of the 








old court applicabie are deemed to be 
in force. The matter waa. 


duly considered by the reorganized court and 
passed upon by the then Firat Controller, who, 
on Dec, 21, 188%, «fficially informed him of the 
acceptance and zpproval of his quarterly ac- 
count at the rate of $8,000a year. Mr. Creswell 
says the present attitude of Controller 
Durham is an attempt to revive a 
provision which both the court and Senate 
thought “‘most onerous and unpleasant,” and 
which the lawmakers believed they had for- 
ever precluded by the provision referred to. 
“Suppose,” he asks, ‘you compel a return to 
the bad methods of section 5 of the original 
act. Do you mean to say that I have not earned 
$8,000 per annum for the three years past, and 
that you can prove it by measuring my work by 
the system of allowances? If so, let us try 
your plan!” 

After reviewing the work required of him by 
the court Mr. Creswell closes by making a 
formal demand for the continued payment of 
his salary as sanctioned by law and usage here- 
tofore, or fora detailed statement in writing of 
the objections of the First Controller so that he 
may be able to take the proper steps to maintain 
his rights.

‘T'he Controller de- 
clined to reopen the accounts for the reason that they 
had already been settled, and because no new evidence 
was presented to justify such a course. He also made 
the point that the property of the compaey, instead of 
being jeopardized by the business of the Government, 
was in fadt protected thereby.

The Third Auditor of the Treasury calls 
attention to one remarkable and hitherto 
unnoticed result of the recent ‘‘ change” at 
Washington, Last year the 159 clerksin 
his office were absent from duty 1,696 days, 
in the aggregate, on account of sickness. 
This is an average of more than ten days for 
each clerk, or of five clerks per day. At 
the time of making his report to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury the Third Auditor 
knew of but two clerks who were sick, 
and in view of this astonishing improve- 
ment in the health of the force, and of a 
no less noteworthy increase in their gen- 
eral efficiency, he recouimends a reduc- 
tion of the force. 








The indictment of a dozen Texas ranch- 
men by a Federal Grand Jury in Kansas, 
is additional proof that the northward 
movement of Texas cattle over the great 
trail will soon become a thing of the past. 
These ranchmen tried to drive their cattle 
over the old trail across the Indian Terri- 
tory, and were met by -the Terri- 
torial ranchmen and _ others, who 
barred their passage. Then the trail 
was opened by the order of Sec- 
retary LaMar and the cattle went on 
their way. We remarked at the time 
that these men from Texas had not 
reached the end of their difficulties. There 
are rigid laws in Kansas and Colorado 
against the admission of Texas cattle. 
The farmers of those States have suffered 
great loss by reason of Texas fever brought 
to their cattle from the South. It does 
not appear that the Texas men have 
yet violated these laws, but the people of 
Kansas evidently propose to check the 
Texas herds on the border. Indictments 
have been found under a law of the United 
States. Perhaps the defendants will be 
punished for having violated a Federal 
law while proceeding in obedience to the 
orders of the Secretary of the Interior. 














The versatile SQUIRE has assumed ju- 
dicial in addition to his poetical and ad- 
ministrative functions. The courts have 
now under advisement the question 
whether an act of the last Legislature, by 
which the Commissioner of Public Works 
is bound to issue to the Equitable Gas 
Company a permit to lay mains, is consti- 
tutional. Upon being applied to for 
the permit SQUIRE adjudicates the 
question for himself without waiting 
for the General Term, and_ refuses 
to issue the permit. We should have a 
pretty condition of things if every minis- 
terial officer were at liberty to decide an 
act of the Legislature unconstitutional 
whenever it did not suit him to obey it, 
and to act upon his decision. Mr. SQUIRE 
needs to be instructed that there is a pre- 
sumption in favor of the legality of laws, 
which only courts are entitled to over- 
throw. 








THE INDEPENDENTS THIS YEAR. 

The independents of Massachusetts are 
not overanxious to return to the Repub- 
lican Party. Like the independents in 
other States they find growing and 
abundant satisfaction in the results of 
their work last year, and they. not only 
have nothing to regret or apologize for, 
but they are disposed to be guided in the 
political contests of this year and of coming 
years by the sound and honorable princi- 
ples which shaped their course in the 
Presidential election of 1884. Good nomi- 
nations and a respectable platform would 
doubtless secure a majority of their votes 
for the Republican ticket this Fall. 
Nominations which represent nothing 
better or worthier than GEORGE F. Hoar’s 
ideas of Republicanism, coupled with plat- 
form utterances such asa Republican con- 
vention inspired and managed by that 
pre-Adamite gentleman will be very apt 
to adopt, would drive thousands of the 
Massachusetts independents to the sup- 
port of any acceptable Democratic ticket, 
and the Democrats of that State manifest 
a disposition to make nominations which 
will be acceptable and worthy of inde- 
pendent support. 


Mr. GreorGE F, WILLIAMs, the Chair- 
man of the independent Committee of 
One Hundred in the campaign of last 
year, when asked by a reporter of the 
Boston Advertiser if the independents 
would attend the Republican caucuses, re- 
plied as follows: ‘‘ Be assured I, for one, 
shall not. As a devoted supporter of Mr. 
CLEVELAND, I should be a sorry sight in a 
caucus to choose delegates for a State 
Convention which will condemn the Presi- 
dent and then go bodily into the cata- 
combs which Messrs. Hoar, SHERMAN, 
and Evarts have built for the Republican 
Party.” We have no doubt that Mr. 
Wituiams’s feeling is that of most in- 
dependents in Massachusetts, and it is 
also the feeling of the independents of 
New- York—where the attitude of the party 
toward them is quite different from that 
of Mr. Hoar’s party toward the Massa- 
chusetts supporters of Mr. CLEVELAND— 
that their attendance at the caucuses this 
year is unnecessary. The knowledge of 
the fact that they will vote according to 
their convictions, without much regard to 
party ties, will have quite as potent an 
influence in the caucuses as their actual 
presence and participation. 


We have said that the independents of 
this State find themselves in a situation 
materially differing from that of their 
Massachusetts brethren. Their principles 
are as firm, their pride in the work they 
have achieved is just as great, and they 
are just as little disposed to relinquish 
the pleasure and moral satisfaction 
of doing their own thinking and 
their own voting. But the Republican 
Party in New-York is not in the hands of 
GzorGe F. Hoar. It is fortunate in hav- 


_ing leaders who, if not exactly blameless | 
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according to independent standards, are 
yet not fossils untimely active in an age 
they cannot understand. The Republican 
leaders in this State are giving less 
attention to the mancuvres of the 
alleged Confederacy in the saddle 
than to the manifest necessities of the 
campaign before them. They feel and 
publicly acknowledge the paramount need 
of a candidate for Governor who will be 
objectionable to no faction of the party, 
a candidate fit for the office and 
worthy to receive the vote of every citi- 
zen who has ever acted with the party. 
Consequently they stand with their 
hats off, and are outdoing each other in 
politeness to the once detested independ- 
ents, In such circumstances the New- 
York independents can await with un- 
concern the work of the two conventions. 
We say two, because, as there is nothing 
certain in politics, it is possible that the 
independents, or many of them, will not 
decide upon their course in the campaign 
until they have inspected the Democratic 
ticket. 

We have often reminded the politicians 
that it was not a given body of inde- 
pendent voters, numerically small or 
large, but the habit of independent voting 
that they have to reckon with, That 
habit is now ineradicable in American 
politics. It is a force which will make 
itself felt this year, as in other 
years, wherever circumstances may call 
it into action. In Pennsylvania it ought 
to be found strong enough to defeat the 
head of the Republican ticket, who is an 
unworthy man and whose canvass is 
being conducted upon a low plane. 
In Ohio the acknowledged ability 
and uprightness of the Democratic 
candidate for Governor and_ the 
stumping of Senator SHERMAN consti- 
tute a set of circumstances admirably 
adapted to beget independence, and a 
good deal of it, among intelligent Repub- 
lican voters. It would bea salutary and 
not too costly lesson if defeats in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio this Fall should teach 
the Republican Party that this is an age 
of progress in politics as well as in yacht 
building. We trust that there will be no 
occasion to administer a similar lesson in 
New-York. 








THE FIRE INSURANCE WAR IN 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

In the last hours of the recent session 
of the New-Hampshire Legislature a law 
was enacted that has driven out of the 
State the fifty-eight fire insurance com- 
panies from other States and foreign 
countries that were doing business there. 
Before the bill was passed these com- 
panies gave notice that they would with- 
draw if it should becomealaw. They 
have kept their word, and New-Hamp- 
shire business men will soon find out how 
business can be carried on without insur- 
ance, for there is said to be only one local 
company, and it is reported that this 
company is unwilling to extend its risks 
under the conditions imposed by the law. 

The most obnoxious provision in the 
new statute is one relating to the recov- 
ery of damages for total loss, The law 
says that in any suit brought against an 
insurance company ‘‘to recover for a 
total loss,” the amount of damages ‘‘ shall 
be the amount expressed in the contract 
as the sum insured, and no other evi- 
dence shall be admitted on trial as to the 
value of the property insured.” Attached 
to this, however, is a proviso that ‘‘noth- 
ing in this section shall be construed to 
prevent the admission of testimony to 
prove overinsurance fraudulently ob- 
tained.” Provision is also made for the 
payment of a part of the sum named 
when only apart of the property is de- 
stroyed. In another section outside com- 
panies are forbidden to apply for the re- 
moval of any insurance suit from a State 
court to a Federal court, the penalty be- 
ing a revocation of license. 


Some of those who have criticised this 
law seem to have overlooked the proviso 
relating to fraudulent overinsurance, but 
it should be said that the companies do 
not appear to regard this proviso as one of 
much value. For example, it has been 
said that a merchant might insure goods 
worth $50,000 at their real value, sell half 
of them, burn his store and the remaining 
half, and under this law collect insurance 
for the whole. This would not be a 
case of ‘overinsurance fraudulently ob- 
tained” so far as the placing of 
the risk was concerned, and there- 
fore might not be covered by the 
proviso, but could an average jury be 
induced, in the face of the facts, to give 
the insured the full amount? The compa- 
nies claim the right toshow, after the total 
destruction of a building, whether or not 
it was overinsured and to measure their 
payments accordingly. The farmers say 
that they are out of patience with the 
companies, because the latter have been 
in the habit of giving the insured the 
alternative of suffering a large reduction 
or going to the expense of a suit at law. 
The companies say that the law will en- 
courage overinsurance and incendiarism, 
and the friends of the law reply that there 
will be no overinsurance if the companies’ 
agents are trustworthy and intelligent, and 
if they do their duty. It is very plain to 
all who are acquainted with the business 
of fire insurance that a large part of the 
losses are due to the deliberate destruction 
of property by the owners thereof, and 
any law that tends to encourage this kind 
of incendiarism is open to serious objec- 
tion. The companies hold that this will 
be the effect of the law in question. 

But if it should be admitted that peo- 
ple in the rural districts of New-Hamp- 
shire have had good ground for com- 
plaint, is it not clear that in trying 
to find a remedy they have dealt to 
the business interests of the State a 
hard blow? The farmers, who com- 
pose a majority of the Legislature, 
may not know in how many ways 
insurance policies are used. Many a New- 
Hampshire merchant will find it difficult 
to get credit if he cannot show that he 
insures his goods. The use of policies as 
collateral for loans must be discontinued. 
In short, as it now affpears, all of the 
manifold benefits of insurance will be 
beyond the reach of the inhabitants of 
the State if this law shall be enforced. 





ber of inhabitants will decrease, and fire 
losses will fall heavily upon individuals. 

If the law encourages overinsurance 
and prevents a company from getting the 
benefit of proof of fraud it should be re- 
pealed, Even if its good points outweigh 
its bad ones, its effect will be disastrous 
upon business in the State, A better 
remedy for the evils that are said to have 
aroused the farmers can be devised. The 
farmers have been shortsighted. In try- 
ing to get the best of the “corporations” 
they have clogged the wheels of business 
and reduced the value of real estate, If 
the companies stick to their decision the 
advocates of the bill will learn something 
to their disadvantage. 








THE LATIN UNION AGAIN, 


The monetary conference of the Latin 
Union, which met in Paris in August, has 
been called to reconvene early next month. 
It will then be necessary to come to a de- 
cision regarding the renewal of the union, 
as, by it terms, it will expire on the 31st of 
December if no new arrangement can be 
made, The only avowed obstacle to re- 
newal is the refusal of Belgium to promise 
to redeem in gold the silver coined by her 
when the union shall have expired. On 
this point it now seems probable that an 
understanding will be reached, as Bel- 
gium has offered to continue the legal 
tender quality of silver pieces coined 
under the terms of the union for a 
fixed period, say six months, after its 
expiration. During this term the French, 
who hold the surplus of the silver coinage 
of all the Governments of the union, 
might readily exchange the Belgian silver 
in Belgiari markets for goods or securities. 

But whatever may be the present so- 
lution of the question the debates and 
correspondence growing out of the recent 
conference show that three, at least, of 
the parties to the union are weary of the 
use of silver as a part of the authorized 
metallic currency and are preparing for 
the adoption of a single gold standard, 
These are Belgium, Italy, and Switzer- 
land, Belgium being the most pro- 
nounced in its plans and purposes. How 
the change will be brought about it is as 
yet too soon to decide, but the most feasi- 
ble plan will probably be found to be the 
limitation of the amount of silver to be 
coined and the confinement of its legal 
tender quality to payments of moderate 
amount, such as 100f., or $20 each. In 
any case there is absolutely no prospect 
that the unlimited coinage of silver at 
any fixed ratio with gold will be re- 
sumed, That was abandoned some years 
since and will not again be resorted to. 
It isonly in the rank soil of the United 
States that a scheme of that kind has any 
chance of taking root, and here, also, it 
is now probable that it could not be again 
seriously considered. 








SHERMAN ON GRANT. 


In the address upon GRANT’S career and 
character delivered by Gen. SHERMAN at 
Chicago perhaps no passages are more 
striking than those in which he speaks of 
Vicksburg as ‘“‘that transcendent and 
most valuable of all victories” and of 
‘the fact that his [GRANT’s] campaigns 
from Belmont to Vicksburg were the‘most 
valuable of his whole life.” 

There is a sense in which it is true, per- 
haps, that the earlier part of Grant’s 
military career was the more fruitful; 
but in the broader sense of what is valu- 
able we might well question his illustrious 
comrade’s dictum. Gen, SHERMAN’S own 
brilliant career in the war, though, unlike 
GRANT’s, it began in the East, gained all 
its lustre at the West and in the final 
march eastward of Western armies. 
Hence he naturally reviews with most 
interest those of GRANT’s battles in which 
he himself took part. It will be remem- 
bered, too, that when GRANT was made 
Lieutenant-General, SHERMAN urged® him 
to remain at the West and to continue his 
course of victory there; but GRANT re- 
jected the counsel and personally superin- 
tended instead the campaign in Virginia. 

It is certainly true that GRANT’s cam- 
paigns from Belmont to Vicksburg ac- 
complished a magnificent work—the bi- 
section of the Confederacy and the resto- 
ration of the Mississippi to the Union as a 
national river from source to sea. Noone 
can exaggerate the importance of an 
achievement which, with its corollary at 
Port Hudson, won back to the Union this 
greatest of our interior highways. Never- 
theless we know that although the Con- 
federacy was then and there cut in two 
it lived at both ends and long remained 
vital in all its parts. Its head and front 
were reared defiantly in Virginia, and 
twelve months after PEMBERTON’s sur- 
render the struggle both there and in 
Georgia was going on with unabated 
vigor. The bloodiest year of the war 
came after Vicksburg, and of GRANT's 
career the portion from Belmont to Vicks- 
burg was shorter in time than that from 
Vicksburg to Appomattox. Besides, it was 
clear to GRANT that victories at the West 
would not crush the Confederacy so long 
as it remained powerful and unsubdued in 
Virginia, where its strongest forces were 
assembled. On the other hand, when the 
Army of Northern Virginia surrendered 
the whole fabric of secession collapsed. 
Since it was GRANT that led the way to 
Appomattox we can hardly esteem this 
achievement outdone in value even by 
Vicksburg. 


But there is a sense in which Vicksburg 
may be rightly called of transcendent im- 
portance to GRANT’s own career, and this 
is the sense which is evidently in the mind 
of his illustrious subordinate and com- 
panion. ‘In that brief period,” .from 
Belmont to Vicksburg, says Gen. SHER- 
MAN, ‘‘ he discovered the power that was 
in him.” It is no doubt true that at 
Vicksburg Gen. GRANT came to a turning 
point in his military career, and decided 
exactly right on a pivotal question. Gen. 
SHERMAN takes up approvingly GRANT’S 
words: ‘‘The campaign of Vicksburg 
was suggested and developed by circum- 
stances, and it now looks as though Provi- 
dence had directed its course.” The truth 
seems to be that Grant tried plan after 
plan in the campaign before essaying the 
successful one because the others had 
seemed to him the most promising and 
the successful one the most _peril- 





| Business will become very dull, the num- | 
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Vicksburg allowed him to _ pro- 
tect his own communications while 
operating against the enemy. On the 
other hand, to operate below Vicksburg 
required that the whole army should be 
successfully marched on the Arkansas 
side of the river below the city, that the 
fleet should run the batteries, that the 
army should cross the river, and that 
then, without a base, it should begin. its 
main task and stake success on beating 
the enemy in the open field in the rear of 
Vicksburg. The time at last came, how- 
ever, when, all other plans having failed, 
the decision had to be made to risk this 
constantly postponed plan, with all its 
attendant chances and perils, or to retreat. 
It was a moment full of anxiety. Gen. 
SHERMAN himself, whose boldness was 
well known, suggested that the army 
should be carried back to the line of the 
Tailahatchee as a base and there should 
undertake the campaign anew. ‘‘ GRANT,” 
as Capt. F. V. GREENE has expressed it, 
“was at the turning point not only of 
this campaign but of his whole career.” 
How should he decide? Though “lack 
of success meant little less than complete 
destruction,” he gave the command to go 
forward below Vicksburg, and his great 
triumph followed. In this sense Gen. 
SHERMAN rightly calls the Vicksburg cam- 
paign one of transcendent importance to 
GRANT’s own experience. It was easier, 
then, to point onward after the tremen- 
dous two days’ battle in the Wilderness 
and to press relentlessly forward, alike 
upon success or temporary repulse, until 
victorious rest came at Appomattox. 











BURGLARY IN PHILADELPHIA, 


The arrest of six or seven burglars of 
tender years ought to direct the attention 
of Philadelphians to the necessity of pro- 
viding some means of innocent recreation 
for the young. The adult Philadelphian 
does not feel the need of excitement. His 
cravings in that direction are satiated by 
the Mint, the Schuylkill Water Works, 
and the new Public Buildings. But 
he ought to remember that even Phil- 
adelphians are not born old, and that the 
excitements which suffice for him are not 
enough for his juniors. He has forgotten 
this, and now he has been powerfully re- 
minded of it by the arrest of his offspring 
for burglary. 

Of course, the boys are all the children 
of respectable parents. The children of 
parents not respectable can find other 
means of amusement than felony, even 
in Philadelphia. By way of mocking the 
juvenile yearning for excitement under 
pretense of ministering to it, the respect- 
able parents of Philadelphia encourage 
their sons to play cricket. This torpid 
pastime is only a higher power of doing 
nothing. The superfluous energy of youth 
cannot escape through a sport that a 
properly constituted boy must regard as 
an organized somnambulism. 

It is plain that these boys committed 
burglary; for the sake of the burglary, 
and were actuated by no sordid consider- 
ations respecting the swag. They were 
provided with food and clothing. Why 
should they steal money to provide them- 
selves with more food and clothing, since 
there is nothing else on which money can 
be spent in Philadelphia? What use has 
a boy for ‘‘an embossed velvet piano 
cover,” *‘a sealskin dolman and cap,” and 
‘“‘atypewriter”? After he has stolen them 
he must undergo great hardship and peril 
in the attempt to throw them away. The 
hardship and peril are their own reward, 
and will be looked back to by the boys, if 
they live to be Philadelphia men and es- 
cape the State prison in the meantime, as 
oases in the desert of their sad-colored 
and uneventful lives. 

Burglary, however, as a pastime, is open 
to obvious objections. Courts and juries 
are apt to take evidence of its perpetra- 
tion much too seriously. Instead of look- 
ing upon it as the struggles of a soaring 
spirit beating the bars of its cage they re- 
gard it as proof that liberty has degener- 
ated into license, and that the bars and 
cage are yet to be provided. The parents 
of the boys cannot be pleased with the 
prospect of seeing their children in the 
penitentiary, for the penitentiary is to 
Philadelphia what Philadelphia is to more 
blithesome capitals, Adult Philadelphians 
who are not the parents of burglarious 
boys are liable to become their victims 
and to return from a decorous and dismal 
rustication to bewail the absence of their 
sealskin caps and dolmans and their em- 
bossed velvet piano covers. Moreover, in 
the true interests of the boys themselves, 
their flight from tedium to burglary is to 
be deprecated. Burglarious habits, even 
when formed under innocent impulses, 
are apt to become fixed and to be con- 
tinued to mature years, and may ultimately 
have a deleterious effect upon the charac- 
ter. 

For all these reasons the Philadelphians 
ought to bestir themselves to provide 
amusement for the young, instead of leav- 
ing the young to provide amusement for 
themselves. It may yet be found prac- 
ticable to furnish them with some recrea- 
tion that shall be as attractive as burglary 
and as unobjectionable as cricket. 








A PROSPEROUS YEAR FOR MAINE. 

From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal, Sept. 3. 
The farmers of Maine rarely, if ever, 
harvested crops of greater intrinsic value than 
this year. The hay crop of 1885, probably, is the

Grain, potatoes, beans, and fruit are unusually 
good, and pasturage was never better at this 
season. The apple crop is unusually large for 
an ‘* off year.” Maine farmers never had better 
reason for good courage than now. The Sum- 
mer business has created good local demand for 
dairy products, poultry, and vegetables, and 
there was hardly ever seen more money circu- 
lating among our rural population.

/AID FOR CHOLERA SUFFERERS—MERCANTILB. 


AFFAIRS—THANKS TO BRAVE SEAMEN, 

Havana, Sept. 5.—The President of the 
** Junta Gestora,” Sefior Conde de Casa Moré, sent 
by telegraph to the Cardinal Archbishop of 
Toledo on the 2d inst. a second remittance of 
$6,000 gold to be distributed in places afflicted by 
cholera. The city of Cardenas has sept two re- 
mittances, one of $1,000 gold to the Archbishop 


of Granada, and another of $2,000 to the Arch- 
bishop of Zaragoza, and will svon send a third 
remittance. 

lt is stated that a dock is to be constructed at 
this port capable of holding the largest vessels. 
This is an important project, and the dock 
ought to be finished before the completion of 
the Panama Canal. 

Sehor Fernando Freyre de Andrade, who re- 
cently went to New-York from Havana on be- 
half of the Western Kailway Company to nego- 
tiate a loan to be applied to the completion of: 
the line, has, according to La Alborada, of Pinar 
del Rio, written a letter assuring the company 
that he has overcome all difficulties, 

It is announced that furnaces for melting the 
mineral extracted from the copper mines of San 
Fernando ard Santa Kcsa,in the Province of 
Santa Clara, will be put ip operation in the 
course of the present month. The company 
owning these mines will be the first in Cuba to 
reduce tbe mineral and export the metal instead 
of the ore, 

The Governor-General has published a royal 
order directing that empty hogsheads returning 
from New-York be exempted from import 
duties on the presentation of documents from 
the Custom House and Spanish Consul certify-, 
ing that the same hogsheads containing molasses 
were exported from Cuba. 

The three bandits belonging to the party of 
Perico Torres and [Felipe Jimenez who were 
captured afew days axo are named Melensipo 
Vigoa, Francisco Collazo, and Pedro Pablo 
Valdes.

COAL MINERS COMBINE TO SECURE REFORMS 
THEY NEED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 11.—In the Na< 
tional Convention of Miners to-day resolutiong 
were adopted favoring the total abolition of th¢ 
system of contracting for convict iabor when 
it is brought into competition with free iabor{ 
the adoption of a system of payment every twd 
weeks, and the abolition of the truck systent 
in all its forms. It was also resolved td 
secure to members of the National Federa<; 
tion of Miners and Mine Laborers—the naméd 
of the organization formed—justice and equity 
in every legitimate way. A general suspension 
of mining coalin all the States and the Ter« 
ritories for one week, at a date as early as possi< 
ble. was approved. A recommendation wag 
adopted to the effect that on all gen« 
eral questions arising within the jurisdic< 
tion of the association 10 days’ notice pd 
given miners, provided operators grant 
the same courtesy to them. ‘The principled 
ot arbitration were favored in preference to 
strikes, and following this a resolution to abol« 
ish the * tree turn” system in all the States and 
Territories was adopted. Arrangements wer 
also made providing for arevenue, which is i 
be raisea by a monthly assessment of 1 cent o 
each member of the union, and 25 cents front 
each, to be collected this year before Nov. 1. 

An address to tne miners of the United State{ 
was adopted. This, after stating that all miners 
troubles are similar in character, concludes a 
follows: ** Weare convinced that by federatin 
under one general head our powers for goo 
would be increased, and a speedy betterment o 
our common condition follow. Ina federation o 
all lodges and branches of miners’ unions lies out 
only hope. Single-handed we can do nothing; 
but federated there is no power of wrong wd 
may not openly defy. Federation will act as 4 
stimulant and intuse new life into all of the difi 
ferent local, district, and State organizations. It 
should doso. Thecry of distress which comel 
from members of our craft in all sections of thd 
country demands us to act, and act at once 
Then let us organize and agitate for liberty snd 
living mining rates—for justice to our craft.”

DISORDERLY CONDUCT OF MILL WORKMEN 
IN A CONNECTICUT TOWN.

Recently 
the company Issued a statement to its men 
The strikers answered this by a similar docu: 
ment, Finding that the men would not accepl

This morning the strikers put posters in all parti 
of Fair Haven urging the men not to work fol 
the company, and as the day passed the men me! 
near the Quinnipiac River drawbridge, not fal 
from the mill. 

The Worcester men were taken to the mill ia 
stages. At 6 o’ciock they re-entered the vehicle 
on their return to their quarters in this city; 
The strikers were in force near the bridge 
across which the drivers drove at full speed. <A 
volley of stones was thrown at thestages, but nd 
one was hit. Secretary Galpin, of the company, 
was with the aew men, and his presence reé 
strained the strikers from any further acts o! 
violence. 

Thirty of the strikers visited the mill after: 
ward to take vengeance on an unpopular bosj 
named Nevins. Nevins was ready for them, ané 
they retired baffled. The mill is guarded, it 1s said, 
by special watchmen. Secretary Gaipin said tos 
day that by Monday 50 men would be at work, 
and he exvected no serious trouble. The strik« 
ers, On the other hand, threaten violent meas< 
ures. They are out of money, and Winter & 
coming on.

A SPLIT IN ALBANY COUNTY. 
@wo SETS OF REPUBLICAN DELEGATES 
CHOSEN—OTHER COUNTY CONVENTIONS, 
ALBANY, Sept. 11.—The Republicans of 


the Second Assembly District have again sent 
two sets of delegates to the State Convention. 
The trouble at Voorheesville to-day began with 
the call of the roll. When the Seventeenth 
Ward was reached the names of the Pauly, or 
Beneley, delegation were called. Thomas Austin, 
representing the other side, asked by what au- 
thority these names were on the list, and at- 
tempted to read the affidavits of the Inspectors 
in that ward. The Chairman refusing to hear 
him, great confusion ensued, and, headed 
by Mr. Austin, the delegates from the 
Fourteenth and Sixteenth Wards,  anti- 
Beneley delegates from the Seventeenth 
Ward, three delegates from Guilderland, 
andone set of the Knox delegates, withdrew 
and organized another convention. ‘The first 
body elected Alden Chester, Hiram Griggs, Cor- 
nelius Slingerland, Peter Schoonmaker, Fred 
Stackman, William R. Hotaling, and John R. 
Pauly delegates to the State Convention. The 
second convention elected as State delegates 
John A, Sleicher, David G. Norton, Samuel 0. 


Schoonmaker, H.8.Van Santvoord. Eugene Bur- 
lingame, Lewis Tremwell, and Edmund L. Jud- 
s0n. Mr. Sleicher publishes a statement in the 
Evening Journal deciining to serve. Both bodies 
passed resolutions requesting their delegations 
to use all proper means to secure the nomination 
of Dr. John Swinburne, of this city, for Gov- 
ernor. The dispute began with the primary in the 
Seventeenth Ward yesterday. The votes cast 
numbered 292, of which 151 were for the Pauly, 
or Beneley, ticket and 141 for the Holler, or anti- 
Beneley, ticket. The Pauly side have affidavits 
showing that the three Inspectors so declared 
the result and signed the returns. The Holler

Warsaw, Sept. 11.— The Wyoming 
County Democratic Convention to-day elected 
ex-Congressman Robert 8S. Stevens, of Attica; 
Lyman S. Coleman, of Castile, and Jabez C. 
Pierce, of Pike, delegates to the State Conven- 
tion—ex-Congressman Stevens and ex-Con- 
gressman Uharies B. Benedict, both of Attica, 
antagonizing each other for the control of the 
delegation. Albert E. Purdy, of Warsaw, was 
made Chairman of the County Committee.

AN OLEOMARGARINE CASE. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Sept. 11.—At its last 
session the Legislature passed a bill prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of oleomar- 
garine and rendered products. In order that a 
test case might be brought, W. L. Powell, a 
wholesale grocer, of this city, sold a tub of oleo- 


margarine made in Pittsburg, and suit was 
brought against him in the court here. The 
case was tried to-day, the result being a verdict 
of guilty, which was reached by agreement. A 
motion for arrest of judgment was made, and 
argument was begun by ex-Senator Gor- 
don, of counsel for the defense. He held 
that the act was unconstitutional, in 
that it infringed the bill of rights, and that in 
its passage the Legislature exceeded its police 
powers. He also held that the biil was uncon- 
stitutional in that its title and text were incon- 
sistent. Mr. Wayne MacVeagh, of counsel for 
the Commonwealth, held that the Legisiature 
hadaright to pass laws for the protection of 
the people, and that in the bill in question that 
body had not exceeded its authority. The de- 
fense will conclude the argument to-morrow, 
when the case will go to Judge Simmonton, who 
will withboid a decision for the purpose of writ- 
ing an opinion in the near future.

DEATH OF MOTHER DE CHANTAL. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 11.—The 
Catholic community of Wilkesbarre‘and vicinity 
mourn to-day the death of Mother De Chantal, 
Mother Superior of St. Mary’s Convent, in this 
city, which occured a little after midnight last 
night. Her death was due to heart disease, from 
which she had suffered a long time. Mother 
De Chantal was known in the world as Mary Jane 
Donnelly. At the age of li she expressed her 
desire to give up the world and lead a religious 
life, and in May, 1855, sbe entered St. Xavier's 
Convent, in Westmoreland County, and three 
years later took the biack veil. In 1877, at the 
request of Father O’Haran, Pastor of St. Mary’s 
Church, in this city, Mother De Chantal came to 
this city and took charge of the new convent, a 
position which she retained until her death. She

HELD FOR MURDER. 
TWO MEN ARRESTED ON THE EVIDENCE OF 


A WOMAN. 

ScRANTON, Penn,, Sept. 1L—A sensation 
has been caused here by the arrest of Brian Col- 
linsand William Cook on the charge of killing 
the Italian, Andrew Giacomino, whose body was 
found, terribly disfigured, ina clump of bushes 
on the outskirts of the city a few evenings ago. 
The information leading to the arrest was given 
to the authorities by a miserable woman named 
Watres, who spends nearly half her time in jal 
for drunkenness, She says she was prompted to 
tell her story by fear of Collins, who heard that 


she had been speaking about the matter in her 
cups, and threatened to take her life. 

Ata some A hearing of Collins and Cook 
before Mayor Beamish to-day Mrs. Watres told 
a straightforward story, the only matter over 
which she was in doubt being the date of the 
deed. She says that while on her way to the 
house of a friend near the railroad tunnel she 
crossed the fleld in which the murdered Italian 


was afterward found. She met Collins and Cook 
and stopped to talk to them, and while they 
were cee tag Se italian came along. She says 
Collins asked him for tobacco and money, and 
the Italian replied in broken English that he had 
neither. Then Collins knocked him down, killed 
him, and took something from his victim's 
pockets. Then Collins and Cook ran away. 

The witness stated that she went to the 


wounded man, spoke to him, and wiped the 
blood from his face. He gasped, exclaimed 
**Oh, my God!’ and died. She noticed that his 
throat was cut and beside him was a white 
handled razor. She threw the razor into the 
bushes. Afterward she met Collins and Cook at 
@ quarry near the Scene of the murder, and they 
compelled her to go on her knees and swear 
that she would never reveal their connection 
with theorime. A few nights ago Collins met 
her and accused her of “ squealing,” at the same 
threatening her life. 

Both men deny the story of the woman, and 
Cook asserts that he was playing a game of base- 
ball the day Mrs. Watres says she saw him. He 
was released on $3,000 bail, but Collins was held 
for a furtber hearing. Mrs. Watres was also 
placed in the county jail, lest she might not be 
on hand as a witness when wanted. A good 
many persons seem to doubt her story, but the 
authorities think there isenough in it to war- 
rant a full investigation. 


INDIGNANT LABOREBS. 
EXCITEMENT IN BATAVIA OVER THE INTRO- 
DUCTION OF ITALIANS, 





Batavia, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Taxpayers of 
this village last Spring voted the sum of $50,000 
forthe purpose of improving the water works. 
Among the things proposed to be done was the 
extension of the mains, and the laborers of Ba- 


tavia were promised the work of digging ditches 


and putting down pipe. The work was in abso- 


lute control of three Water Commissioners, 
named in an act of the Legislature. They gave 
the contract for doing all the work to the Holl 
Manufacturing Company, of Lockport, which 
sublet the furnishing and laying of pipe to,Col. 
William McRae, of Lockport. 

Last evening 25 Italians came here and said 
they were going to work for Col. McRae on the 
water works job next Monday. he unem- 
ployed laborers of Batavia became indignant 
and excited and threatened to mob the Italians 
and drive them from town. They held an in- 
dignation meeting last night in the business por- 
tion of Main-street, over 500 workingmen 
being in the crowd. Speakers pronounced the 
employment of Italians ashame and an outrage, 
and advised the men to stand firm for their 
rights. ‘**The business men are with you,” said 
an Irish merchant rashly, **no matter what you 
do.” The authorities were denounced in vigor- 
ous language, but calm and conservative speak- 
ers urged the men to be quiet and moderate in 
expression and conduct, and the crowd dispersed 
without any unlawful demonstration. 

The Water Commissioners say they have a 
verbal agreement with the contractors to give 
Batavia laborers the preference, and that they 
will enforce it. The laborers declare that the 
water pipes will not be laid this Winter if Italian 
or imported cheap labor is insisted upon. The 
situation is serious, as the men feel deeply 
grieved and wronged and are determined to have 
justice done to them.

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HOWLING FOR THE SPOILS 


TAMMANY ABUSING THE CIVIL 
SERVICE LAW. 
RESOLUTIONS CONDEMNING THE LAW AND 
ALL CONNECTED WITH IT—SPEECHES 

STILL MORE BITTER. 


There has rarely been a meeting of the 
Tammany Hall General Committse at which 
there was so much preliminary wirepulling and 
caucusing as there was before the time for the 
meeting which was called for last night.The story 
of the movement in the organization against 
John Kelly and his friends printed in yesterday’s 
TIMES was generally discussed, and the fact 
that no member of the delegation which was re- 
buked by Mr. Kelly upon its visit to bim at 
Clifton Springs would explain how he was re- 


ceived was a fruitful topic of conversation. Tho 
more particular friends of Mr. Kelly were out- 
spoken in their attacks on the methods of this 
delegation in seeking to oppose Joel O. Stevens 
asa candidate for Sheriff, while the adherents 
of the Croker combination, as it has come to be 


termed, were occupied in wondering just how 
the news of their action leaked out. 


All the members of the General Committee 
were on the qui vive for the opepving of the meet- 
ing, and when the Chairman, ex-Judge A. B. 
Tappan, called the committee to order the great 


hall of the wigwam was well filled. More mem- 
bers were present than at any other meeting of 


the committee for a year past. Chairman Tap- 
pan had at his right on the platform the Secre- 
taries of the committees, Col. Thomas F. Gilroy 
and Mr. Joel O. Stevens, the rival candidates for 
Sherit?. In calling the meeting to order Mr. 
Tappan took occasion to congratulate the mem- 
bers on their having successfully passed through 
the heated term. “The members of the com- 


mittee,” he added, “aro in good con- 
dition for the campaign. and they were 
called upon citizens, as partisans, 
as politicians, above all as patriots 
who desired the welfare of their party and their 
country, to take part inthe great contest that 
is impending. Tammany Hall willdo its duty 
in the coming canvass and take the conse- 
quences, The contest this year is second only 


in importance to the vontest last year, when the 
Presidential ticket wasin the field. This year 
Tammany Hall will be interested in both State 
and local nominations, and every man will be 
expected to do his duty to ali the Democratic 
nominees.”’ 

The remarks of Mr. Tappan were faintly ap- 
plauded, and then the Secretary, Col. Gilroy, 


read a report from the Committee on Organiza- 


tion as regards the dates for primary elections. 
The members of the committee were expect- 
ant when the Secretary began to call the roll of 
districts for the purpose of obtaining the names 
of the inspectors of election at the various dis- 
trict primaries. There was an idea generally 
revalent that in the Nineteenth District the 
eader, Mr. Hugh J. Grant, would be opposed by 
a powerful minority of members of the District 


Committee, It was supposed that this minority 


would oppose the confirmation of Mr. Grant’s 
candidates for Inspector, and all were on the 
alert when the district was culled. Mr. Grant 
handed in his list, and he was vigorously ap- 
pDlauded as he walked up one of the side aisles. 

he difficulty in the district had been arranged, 
and an outbreak was avoided, for the time being 


at least. 


There wasa lull in the proceedings at this 
point, but those in the inner circle knew what 
was coming when W. Bourke Cockran arose and 
handed in a set of resolutions. Immediately 
there was a whiriwind of applause, and the Sec- 
retary read Mr. Cockran’s emanation as follows:

Resolved, That the Tammany: Hall Democracy de- 
mands of the stateand Federal authorities the com- 
plete redemption of the pledges made by the party to 
secure tothe people of the State and Nation an effi- 
cient, a capable, and an honest public service. 

Resolved, That we protest against any legislative or 
administrative measures which may tend to create a 
permanent office holding class in this country, and we 
denounce all attempts to grant a life tenure of office to 
any body of public servants as the first step toward the 
subversion of those doctrines of equality which have 
been the sateguard of the Republic. 

Resolved, That appointments to office should be made 
on the untrammeled and undivided responsibility of 
public officers chosen by the people for that purpose, 
and answerable to their constituents for the manner in 
which they have discharged thetr trusts. 

Resolved, That the creation of irresponsible boards or 
commissions vested with the authority to control or 
interfere with the exercise of the power of appoint- 
ment by elective officers is an abridgment of the 
privileges conferred on the chosen servants of the peo- 
ple, and we condemn it as an unwarrantable invasion 
of popular rights and an undemocratic and indefensi- 
ble restriction of the vigor and effect of the suffrage. 


The members applauded the preamble and 
each of the resolutions, and there were cries of 
**Platform !” ‘**Plattorm!"? supplemented by 
vigorous applause and cries in indorsement of 
Mr. Cockran's resolutions. The champion of 
the spoils system walked proudly up to where 
the Chairman sat and fired off an old-time argu- 
ment against civil service reform in particular, 
and everything Englishin general. After stat- 
ing, by way of preface, that he had offered the 
measure only after much thougnt, and that he 
knew perfectly well what a cry would be raised 
against it, he said that he believed in an honest 
and not in a dishonest civil service. He believed 
that there had been many abuses in the Govern- 
ment, but he did not think that those in charge 
of the Government were taking the proper meas- 
ures to correct these abuses. ,A continuance 
ot administration of the civil service law would 
ultimately result in the subversion of the insti- 
tutions of the country. 

When Mr. Cockran voiced his antagonism to 
what he termed the doctrinaire’s ideas of re- 
form, the hall fairly shook with applause. The 
law, be claimed, was. against the spirit of the 
free institutions of thé country. It was radically 
wrong in theory and absurd in practice. The 
members did not appear to understand Mr. 
Cockran when he said that he did not approve of 
the means which had been taken to test the con- 
stitutionality of the civil service law, and they 
Pp alllooked at one another in surprise when he 
added that, if the law were declared unconstitu- 
tional, it would rather furnish # reason for the 
amendment of the Constitution than for the re- 
peal of the law. The members of the commit- 
tee, however, again made friends with him when 
he said that the ofticers of the Government 
should be made to feel that they couid 

afford to carry out the civil service 
lawlas §it was on the statute’ book. 
There was renewed enthusiasm when the 
speaker referred to the law asun English im- 
portation, which bad passed the Custom House 
without examination and free oft duty. A 
whirlwind of noise greeted the statement that, 
if there was to be a civil service law, the Presi- 
dent himself should be compelled to pass an 
examination. 

Mr. Cockran proudly referred to his recent 
trip to Europe and spoke of Anglomania and 
subserviency to the British Crown as readily as 
if he had just listened to O’Donovan Kossa. 

hen he referred to the expounder of the 
Roman law, Justinian, the meeting thought he 
referred to John Kelly, and the applause lasted 
for several minutes. The speaker eloquentiy 
concluded by stating that he was in favor of fill- 
ing the places in the Government by persons 
who obtained *“*their honesty out of the tene- 
ment house, their intelligencesout of the public 
schools, and their patriotism out of their idea of 
the true blessings of the Government,” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Cockran'’s remarks 
there were cries for the aduption of the resolu- 
tions. Ex-Senator George H. Forster made a 
speech in their favor, in which he made frequent 
allusions to Jefferson and Jackson apd indorsed 
all that Mr. Cockran had said. There were re- 
newed ories for the adoption of the resolutions, 
but this time Ger. Spinola broke in and found 
occasion to characterize the civil service law as 
“a cunning Yankee trick.” The Chairman then 
attempted to put the question ona motion of 
Mr. Forster that the resolutions be referred to a 
committee which should report in half an hour, 
but the committee howled down this proposition 
and the motion was withdrawn. The question 
on the adoption of the resolution was then put 
to a viva voce vote, but scarcely had every 
throat shouted ** Yea” than Gen. Spinola moved 
forarising vote. Every man stood up in sup- 
port of the resolutions, and they were declared 
to have been unanimously adopted amid great 
enthusiasm. 

Peter Mitchell called attention to the fact that 
Gen. Roger A. Pryor was present, and Mr. 
Mitchell and Col. Thomas Dunlap were named 
to conduct the visitor to the piatform. Gen. 
Pryor begged to be excused from speaking, say- 
ing that he expected to be taught rather than 
to teach, and in the face of this declaration he 
launched out inatwenty minutes’ tirade against 
civil service and all collateral matters. He even 
out-Heroded Herod in his denunciation of the 
civil service law, saying that if he had framed 
the resolutions which had just been adopted he 
would have even more vigorously and decisive- 
ly denounced the principle, the policy, and the 
phraseology of the act. As might naturally be 
expected, ne was the lion of the hour, and plaud- 
its und smiles of encouragement were generous- 
ly heaped upon him. 

The enthusiasm reached its highest point when 
Gen. Pryor announced his full allegiance “ to 
that memorable formula,,to the victors belong 
the spoils.” This formula, he claimed, was the 
traditional policy ot the Democratic Party from 
Jefterson, Jackson, and Polk down to 1882. 
“Tf,” he asked, amid vociferous cheers, * the 
Democratic Party of the State had understood 

n 1884 that to the victors were not to 
belong the {spoils what would have be- 
come of the Democratic candidates?” As 
for him, he _ believed in that civil 
service reform—which turned out Republicans 
to give place to Democrats. He would put no 
bad man in office, but he really did not know 
where to find a bad Democrat. A sentiment to

OHIO’S TORNADO, 
a 
A STATEMENT BY CONGRESSMAN LITTLE AS 
TO THE PEOPLE’S NEEDS. 
WASHINGTON CoURT Hovwsk, Ohio, Sept. 11. 
—Congressman John Little, who has been here 
two days examining into the situation of affairs, 


has made the following statement: 


“The destruction here is not so generally 
sweeping as at Jamestown, but is vastly greater. 
The general course of the tornado was from the 
southwest tothe northeast through the centre 
of the city. Its general width was about 600 


feet, with occasional breaks to the right or left. 


In its course of a mile and a half through the 


town it isthe exception where any square es- 
caped injury. In most of them the damage to 
property is marked, and insome of them fearful. 
The business portion suffered most. The dam- 
ages vary fromthe shattering of windows to 
every stage of demolition, Ifa single house in 


this portion escaped harmI have not noticed 


the exception. In two blocks alone the esti- 
mate of damage to buildings has been placed by 
practical men at 3 he damages to goods 
in these buildings fall short of $20,000, 
No class of property escaped. Dwellings of all 
erades, public halis, churches, and school houses 
fell a prey to the fury of the _ storm. 
The individual losses, as shown by the 
estimates of,the committees, will exceed $250,000, 
and these are total, as they are not covered 


by insurance. They fall most largely, but not 
most disastrously, upon the business men. The 
devastation will be most severely felt by the 
poor, who have come in for their fullshare. I 
should say that as many as 40 houses occupied 
by poor families were utterly demolished, 

* The Relief Committee estimates, for all the 


sub-committees have not yet reported, that a 


bundred families will need assistance because of 
the losses incurred. Some, as I_ know from per- 
sonal observation, are rendered destitute. 
Numbers of persons are on _ the street 
in borrowed clothing. Business men as a 
rule will be heavily burdened to make 
their own necessary repairs. Aid for the suffer- 
ing poor must, therefore,come from 9utside 
sources, It will require many thousands of dol- 
lars to alleviate the suffering, and there should 
be no delay in furnishing it. There is no reluct- 
ance among the citizensto ask for outside as- 
sistance. They should not be reauired to ask; it 
should come withoutasking, and come gracious- 
ly. Winter is close at hana, and the Relief Com- 
mittee, which is a most excellent one, will have 
all it ean do, with all the needed funds at hand, 
to provide shelter for the needy by the time cold 
weather setsin. Every doliar sent to the Chair- 
man, Col. Maynard, Washington Court 
House, will be conscientiously applied to the re- 
lief of the needy poor. I trust the necessity for 
prompt assistance will be appreciated.”

EXPECTED AT WINNIPEG. 


LAWRENCE BRAINERD SUPPOSED TO BE 
RETRACING HIS STEPS TO CANADA, 

WINNIPEG, Sept. 11.—Mr. Perdue, coun- 
sel for Lawrence Brainerd, the Vermont de- 
faulter, says, regarding the escape of Brainerd 
from the detectives at St. Paul yesterday, that 
after Brainerd had been kidnaped he immedi- 
ately telegraphed to a law firm in St. Paul and 
one in Chicago to watch for him and have him 
taken in charge. He directed that a writ of 
habeas corpus be issued, calling upon the de- 
tectives to show by what authority they de- 
tained Brainerd. Mr. Perdue knew they had no 
proper authority to hold him, At Pembina when 
he asked Newbegin, the detective, what autho- 
ity he had, that officer simply produced a copy 
of an entry in the docket relating to the indict- 
ment against Brainerd in Vermont. This copy 
was certified under seal of court and was a 
power of attorney from the party who had gone 
bail for Brainerd to produce the latter in court. 
There was no warrant or legal process of any 
kind. 

The instructions to the law firm in St. Paul were 
of a general character, but urged that Brainerd 
be got across the line into Canada again in the 
easiest possible way and at the earliest possible 
moment. The firm was instructed to watch 
trains both at St. Paui and Minneapolis. The 
programme was left entirely to the firm, the 
name of which Mr. Perdue would not disclose, 
Beyond the fact that Brainerd was safely away 
Mr. Perdue said he did nut know his where- 
abouts nor the programme to be adopted in 
bringing him back to the Canadian Northwest. 

Up to this evening Brainerd bas not returned 
to Winnipeg. but bis wite expects him soon. 
She believes he will come by train, as the de- 
tective’s authority is not sufficient to take him 
to Vermont. 





MAXWELL’S TRIAL POSTPONED. 


MANY SPECTATORS IN THE COURT ROOM 
DISAPPOINTED. 

St. Louis, Sept. 11.—When Maxwell, the 
alleged murderer of Preller, left his cell in the 
jail this afternoon preparatory to being taken 
to the Court of Criminal Correction he was 
greeted with roars of laughter by the other 
prisoners, and cries of “Shoot the hat!’ made 
the welkin ring. The reason of this demonstra- 
tion was that the prisoner had for fhe first time 
since his arrival here placed upon his heada 
crush hat, the stylish appearance of which ex- 
cited the envy of his comates in disaster, The 
court room was, as usual when Maxwell has 
been expected to be present, crowded with 
spectators, who filled all the seats and standing 
room. The tront rows and many of the seats 
within the bar were occupied by ladies, who sat 
in breathless suspense while the tile-crowned 
little gentieman walked jauntily into the room. 
When he was in the cage Maxwell was visited by 
a Scotch commercial traveler named Muir, who 
claimed to have been intimately acquainted 
with Preller, and who, professisg to be an ex- 

ert in the various dialects spoken in Great 

ritain, declared after hearing Maxwell talk 
that his was the plain undialectic English speech, 
This opinion, however, does not agree with that 
of otbers who are known to be familiar with 
the different English dialects. 

Before the prisoner was called into court 
Judge Noonan cautionea the audience to be 
careful to abstain from making any demon- 
strations. There was only asubdued murmur 
of excitement asa Deputy Sheriff led the pris- 
oner to a seat in front of the bench. The name 
of John W. Ryan was called, and the Morgue- 
keeper, the State’s first witness, came to the 
front of the bar. The court then ordered that 
the examination be proceeded with. The de- 
fense asked for a continuance, and, after some- 
thing of a controversy, it was finally agreed that 
the case should be continued until Oct. 19, which 
ig it to be disposed of by the October Grand 

ury. 


A MINISTER’S SAD DEATH. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., Sept. 11.—The Rev. 
Joseph Ayars, a Methodist Episcopal clergyman, 
died at his home here of typhoid fever this 
morning. In 1880 Mr. Ayars came to Arkansas 
from Philadelphia. He labored as an itinerant 
preacher until a year ago, when he was put in 
charge of a church at Huntsville. There was 
hard work and poor pay, and when he requested 
the advance of money enough to bring his fam- 
ed trom this place to him the Stewards banded 
him $2. Stung to the quick, Mr. Ayars returned 
the money, walked to this city, and rejoined his 
family, whom he found in destitution. This 
fact, coupled with fatigue, brought on sickness. 
Altnough a word would have brought to his aid 
friends and means, he was too sensitive to speak, 
and so perished miserably. His family are being 
well cared for by the church people. Mr. Ayars 
was a college graduate and possessed ability of 
high order. Fefj badia:life insurance of $5,000 
in a Philadelphia company.

DRUGGED AND ROBBED. 


THE NARROW ESCAPE OF A PARMER’S FAM- 
ILY FROM A TERRIBLE DEATH, 
PrrrspurG, Penn., Sept. 11.—At 2 o'clock 


yesterday morning a wagon load of persons re- 
turning from a party noticed a bright light in 
the kitchen of the residence of John Schmit, on 
the Brownsville road, 12 miles from this city. 


Deep yolumes of smoke came from the win- 


dows. Buckets and water were imme- 
diately secured, and the flames  extin- 
guished, but not before they had almost 
completely gutted the kitsohen. <A strong odor 
of {kerosene oil prevailed. The party went up 
stairs, where Mr, Schmit was found lying un- 
conscious on the floor, while Mrs. Schmit and her 
son and daughter were in a deep sleep, evidently 
produced by drugs scattered in various parts of 
the room. They were quickly aroused, and an 
examination of the premises followed, which re- 
sulted in the discovery being made that $4,000 in 
money was missing from the bureau drawer. 

The robbery and incendiarism is attributed to 
Jobn Nichols and wife, farm hands, who had re- 
ceived notice to quit, and were to leave on Mon- 
day. Some weeks ago Schmit, in a burst of con- 
fidence, informed Nichols that he did not de- 
posit any mopey in bank, but kept his cash in 
the bedroom, ‘This, it 1s:thought, was the cause 
of last night's work. Nichols and his wife had 
been to the city and brought home with them a 
keg of beer, which they freely served to Mr. and 
Mrs. Schmit, theirson, a boy of 13 years, and 
their daughter, who is about 10 years old. 
regular jollification was held at the house, and 
the couple left for their home at 11 o’clock, 

It was at first supposed that strange burglars 
had done the deed, but a visit to the house of 
Nichols disclosed the fact that he and his wife 
had fied and taken with them a horse and the 
spring wagon belonging to the Schmits. It was 
evident that they had drugged the beer drank 
by the family and thenset the house on fire in 
order to cover up their tracks. A search was 
made after daylight, and the horse and wagon 
found on the Library road, having been aban- 
doned by thé couple, who made their way to 
Finleyville. Schmit says the last thing he re- 
members was Mrs. Nichols coming into his house 
with a pitcher of beer and handing the contents 
allaround. A reward of $1,000 has been offered 
for the capture of the missing couple, 


DRAGGED TO HIS DEATH. 


HOW GARRY BRANNAN LOST HIS LIFE INA 
RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 

NEWBEBURG, N. Y., Sept. 11.—Garry Bran- 
nan, proprietor of the Railroad House at Grey- 
court, died last night from the effects of terrible 
injuries received by a runaway accident on Mon- 
day last. Mr. Brannan came to Newburg on 
business and started on his return to Greycourt 
early in the afternoon. He had purchased a 
wagon and hitched it on to the one in which he 
rode, When he reached Mr. Brewster's place, 
on the Chester road, he stopped his horse to se- 
cure the fastenings of the wagon. While he was 
standing in the road a man opened the door of 
Mr. Brewster’s barn from the inside. The man 
was accompanied by a dog, which commenced 
barking. The horse took fright and bolted. Mr. 
Brannan tried to spring into the hep sg but he 
missed the step, his leg caught in the reach be- 
low the body of the wagon, and he was dragged 
along the ground. The man who had come out 
ot the barn ran after the runaway for some dis- 
tance and then gave up the chase. 

There was a lawn party at Chester that night, 
and about 10 o’clock some of the guests were 
alarmed to see a horse with two wagons behind 
him pass by, dragging Mr. Brannan’s body. 
They ran out, caught the horse, and carried the 
insensible man into the house. His clothing was 
almost all torn off. The skin on the back of his 
head, together with his hair, was worn off, and 
his back was raw. One of his shoes was worn 
through by dragging on the ground, and he was 
entirely covered with blood. He never recov- 
ered his senses. Mr. Brannan was well known 
and popular with the traveling public. He 
leaves a widow but no children. 





CHARGES AGAINST AN ELDER.

PRONOUNCED GUILTY OF IMPROPER CON- 
DUCT BY HIS FELLOW-CLERGYMEN, 

RALEIGH, Sept. 11.—The investigation of 
the charges against the Rev. L. L. Hendren, 
Presiding] Elder of the Methodist church, and 
recently in charge of the Statesville Circuit, were 
concluded on Wednesday last. The trial con- 
sumed three days. The committee which heard 
the case consisted of the Revs. J. C. Rowe, P. F. 
W. Stamey, Joseph Wheeler, M. V. Sherrill, Z. 
Rush, and J. T. Abernethy. The sittings were 
held at Mooresville, Iredeil County. The Rey. 
Dr. W. M. Robey appeared for the defendant 
and the Revs. G. W. Ivey and J. H. Cordon rep- 
resented the prosecution. 

The accused was tried on one charge and tbree 
specifications. The charge was gross immorality, 
and the specifications set forth the times, places, 
and circumstances, Five witnesses were exam- 
ined and one deposition was read. Hendren de- 
clined to be present. The young hay with 
whom he was alleged to have been guilty of im- 
econ conduct was on the witness stand for 16 

ours. The result o the trial was a 
unanimous verdict o guilty, and the 
reverend gentleman was suspended from his 
ministerial office until the annual Confer- 
ence, which meets in Charlotte onjNov. 25. The 
report will be laid before the Conference, and if 
it is sustained Hendren will be ignominiously 
bed ef from the church. The committee 
united in acquitting the girl of any wrong in- 
tent by setting forth her innocence in a paper 
signed by all.

THREE DAYS AT THE PUMPS. 
THE BRIG C. C. ROBINSON ABANDONED IN A 
SINKING CONDITION. 

Capt. J. N. Clark and the crew of the 
brig C. C. Robinson, of this port, which was lost 
on Sept. 8 in latitude 34° 11’ and longitude 75° 52’, 
arrived in this city yesterday and reported at 
the office of J. H. Winchester & Co., the owners 
of the vessel. Capt. Clark said he was bound 
from Cardenas for Philadelphia with a cargo of 
sugar. His crew consisted of nine colored men. 
During the afternoon of Aug. 31 the weather 
became threatening, and at 11 P. M. a hurricane 
squall from east-northeast swept over the sea 
and threw the brig on her beam ends, in which 
condition she remained for 45 minutes, during 
which time the sea was covered with a blinding 
sheet of foam. The wind then suddenly mod- 
erated and the vessel began to right. 

Another terrific squall soon struck the brig 
aft and sweeping forward carried before it sev- 
eralof thespars. The maintopmast and main- 
boom were carried away, and the foremast and 
jibboom followed. A heavy sea swept over the 
forward deck, breaking the cathead and carry- 
ing overboard the starboard anchor and smash- 
ing in both of the boats. Assoon as the squall 
had passed over the débris was cut away. 
Soundings showed that a dangerous leak 
bad been sprung. The men went to 
the pumps, where they worked steadily 
day and night, but the leak steadily increased. 
At1A. M.on Sept. 8 the lights of asteamship 
were seen. The stranger seemed to be approach- 
ing and atorch was Taract by Capt. Clark in 
order to attract her attention. he steamer, 
however, suddenly sheered off and her lights soon 
sank beneath the horizon and were lost. Capt. 
Clark is certain that the steamship saw him, and 
sheered off in order to avold offering assistaace 
to the distressed vessel. 

The crew were now almost exhausted from the 
effects of their constant Jaborat the pumps. 
They remained at their posts, however, until 
daylight. At 6o’clock a vesse), which proved to 
be the schooner Isaac Carlton, Capt. Drisco, was 
seen heading toward them. This vessel stood 
by the Robinson until 11 o’clock that morning. 
There were then seven feet of water in the lat- 
ter’s hold and Capt. Clark decided to abandon 
her. Although a dangerous cross sea was run- 
ning, Capt. Drisco sent a boat to the Robinson 
and took off her entire crew. It was afterward 
learned that the wreck sank the same day in 25 
fathoms of water. The rescued seamen were 
treated with great kindness on the Carlton, 
which was bound from Sagua to Boston, but 
landed the men at Vineyard Haven on Wednes- 
day Jast. The lost vessel measured 433 tons and 
was built at Harrington, Me., in 1874.

TENANTS LEFT HOMELESS. 
LIVES ENDANGERED BY AN INCENDIARY 
FIRE IN PATERSON, 

About 3 o'clock yesterday morning a 
fire broke out in the kitchen of the house at No, 
$25 Straight-street, Paterson, N. J., just north of 
Essex-street. Before the flames were extinguished 
the buildings at Nos. 825 and 3227 Straight-street 
were entirely destroyed, No. 323 was gutted and 
had one side burned down, the rear of the 
buildings at Nos, 31 and 83 Essex-street was also 
badly damaged, and the flames slightly injured 
the rear of a new silk mill of George Frost & 


Sons. All the buildings but the last were frame 
structures principally occupied as tenements. 

There is little doubt that the fire was the 
work of an incendiary, who wanted to be re- 
venged on Theodore Wiss, who keeps a liquor 
saloon at No. 325 Straight-street. Nos. 325 and 
327 Straight-street were owned by William Bush- 
mann, whose loss is estimated at from $8,000 to 
$10,000; insured for $6,000. Mr, Wiss, the tenant 
of No. 825, wasinsured for $1,5000n stock and 
furniture, and claims that this will not cover his 
loss. A number of boarders in the house lost 
all their personal effects. No. 327 was occupied 
by a number of families. A young girl got out 
of the house with aninfantin her arms just as 
the stairs felldown behind her. John Heller, 
who has been an invalid for several years from 
consumption, and a daughter of 14, also con- 
fined to her bed, were got out of the burning 
house with much difficulty. Jacob Haas was 
marrieda fewdays ago and had just started 
housekeeping in the house, He was glad to get 
out with his wife, leaving all their little house- 
hold effects to be swallowed upin the flames. 
Mr. Henvry F. Mahon, of No. 323 Straight-street, 
loses about $1,000; 1nsured for $800. The houses 
at Nos, 31 and 33 Essex-street were damaged 
about $500,and some of the tenants lost all 
their furniture. The Frost mill was but little 
damaged.

The next day, with the knowledge of her 
family, she started for Rondout and bought her 
ticket, witha stateroom on the steamer James 
Baidwin.

He bought a berth ticket, and 
told ber that he had decided to leave his wifeand 
that he was on his way to Chicago. He asked 
the privilege of putting his diploma in her state- 
room for safe keeping and she went in with him 
for that purpose.

MONEY TO MOVE THE COTTON. 

The New-York banks are just now sup- 
plying a large amount of money to Southern 
plenters and cotton buyers for the movement of 
this season’s cotton crop to the seaboard.

York banks. Nearly all of those notes went 
South, and the banks have been shipping large 
quantities of legal tender notes to Southern cus- 
tomers during the present week.

The demand on 
the part of the cotton dealers is for bills of de- 
nominations of Jess than $50.

TWO FSTABLISHMENTS. 

For several weeks Anthony Comstock 
and other officers of the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice have been receiving letters 
complaining about the sale of pools at No. 64 
New-street. Mr. Comstock investigated the 
matter, and on Sept. 7 Messrs. Oram and Britton, 
of his office, bought pool tickets at the place. 
The tickets purchased were winning ones, how- 
ever, and they were turned in and redeemed. 
Before another attempt to collect positive evi- 
dence could be made complaints were received 
in regard to an office in the basement of No. 26 
Beaver-street, and on Thursday jtickets were 
bought in both establishments and other proof 
obtained of the true nature of the business car- 
ried on in them. 

About 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon Mr. Com- 
stock, with Officer McCormack, of the Tombs 
squad, and Mr. Oram, raided No. 64 New-street, 
and arrested John H. Clark, the proprietor, and 
Walter Harley, the clerk who sold the tickets. 
Twenty-eight blackboards were seized, together 
with nearly 10,000 pool tickets, all marked for 
use at the races at the Brighton Beach and 
Sheepshead Bay courses. In the rooms were 
over 100 young men and boys, among whom 
were nearly a score of district messenger boys. 
They hooted and yelled at the officers, and sev- 
eral began throwing stones at them, but were 
stopped by their companions. 

In the meantime, Mr. Britton, with Officer 
Irwin; of the Tombs squad, had gone to the Bea- 
ver-street basement and found the place in full 
blast. The crowd was about the same size as at 
the other resort and composed of the same class 
of people. The officers arrested Charles John- 
son, who was behind the counter, and took pos- 
session of about 8,000 tickets, No trouble was 
experienced and the prisoners were all locked up 
in the First Precinct Police Station. This morn- 
ing they will be taken to the Tombs Police 
Court for examination.

Mrs. Etcheverro rode with Fremenelli 
on Sunday morning last from Elizabeth, and at 
the end of the ride disappeared with a man with 
a red mustache, who is believed to be her hus- 
band. She has since returned to Elizabeth, but 
her husband is nowhere to be found. She says 
that she had hired Fremenelli to carry her house- 
hold goods to a place of sale in New-York, and 
he rode with ker when last seen on the load of 
furniture.

He said the forgeries amount- 
ed to $7,000 and occurred eight years ago. He 
remarked that his name was Willard Andrews, 
and that he was engaged at the time of 
the forgeries in the commission business 


near Portland, Me. He _ had_ frequently 
drawn large sums of money from Doane 
& Goff, with whom he had business uealings, and 
he found no difficulty in cashing bogus checks 
on that firm in Portland, Thomaston, and Rock- 
land, Me. He fied to Canada. A year ago he 
went to Hillsdaie, Ill., where he worked tor a 
year. He said he was haunted with fear con- 
stantly and decided to surrender himself_to the 
authorities. The police telegraphed to Doane & 
Goff yesterday and received a reply that they 
had no wish to prosecute Andrews. The swin- 
died banks have been informed of Andrews’s 
statement. It is thought that Andrews is 
slightly demented, as be taiks of mobs pursu- 
ing him with the intention of hanging him. 


PoRTLAND, Me., Sept. 11.—The man An- 
drews who gave himself up in Chicago for for- 
gery isa nephew of City Marsbal Andrews, of 
this city. e is 28 years old, and his parents 
live in Warren. His father set him up in busi- 
ness, and he bought fish and sold them in New- 
York by the cargo. Seven years ago, without 
known cause, he forged several checks on Doane 
& Goff for about $8,000 in alk He cashed them 
at the Georges National Bank of Thomaston, the 
Thomaston National Bank, the Rockland Na- 
tional, and the First National. Andrews Shad 
a bookkeeper named Williams, who forged 
the checks and Andrews uttered them. Andrews 
disappeured at the time and was never heard of 
since, and his reiatives supposed him to be dead. 
Williams was tried and convicted and served five 
or six years in State prison, and has just been re- 
leased. Marsbal Andrews has notified the banks. 
The prisoner will be held in Chicago until an offi- 
cer from here can go after hom. 


Inquiry among commission merchants in this 
city yesterday failed in finding any trace of the 
firm of Doane & Goff. A member of the firm 


of Doane & Tufts, weighers, of No. 131 Pearl- 
street, said that he had been in business down 
town for twenty years and had no recollection of 
such a firm. J. W. Doane & Co., commission 
merchants, of No, 87 Front-street, had no knowl- 
edge ot Doane & Goff. Neither firm knew any- 
thing of Willard Andrews, nor of the forgeries 
spoken of in the dispatches,

JUDGE TAYLOR’S ESTATE. 





ASSETS NEARLY $500,000 SHORT OF THE 
LIABILITIES. 

NEwBoURG, N. Y., Sept. 11.—The matter 
ot the application of John C. Adams as Admin- 
istrator of theestate of Judge James W. Taylor, 
of Newburg, who died on March 1, 1883, came 
before Surrogate Coleman, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, this morning, and occupied the at- 
tention of the court all day. The application 
was to sell real estate for the settlement of 
claims against the estate. Testimony was taken 
sustaining the following claims: Thomas Ver- 
non, $149,485 72; David A. Scott, $3,500; Joshua 
V. Storm, $1,747 88; estate of Charles Réeves, 
$23,372 10; Augusta M. Verplanck, $20,078 34, and 
estate of Philip Verplanck, $84,118. The whole 
amount of the claims against Judge Taylor's 
estate to date is $441,059 58. The following addi- 
tional claims were filed to-day: Estate of 
Adolphus Gorham, $15,955; estate of David 
Fleming, $2,619 86; Sarah Anna Van Amburgh, 
$1,200; Mary Van Amburgh, $1,500. 

From the statement of a gentleman who, ap- 
parently, is fully conversant with matters con- 
nected with claims against this estate, it appears 
that there are claims against the estate to the 
amount of $75,000 or $80,000 which have not yet 
been presented. If these are put in the amount 
of the claims will be over $500,000 before the 
cage is fully decided in the Surrogate’s Court. 
The matter will take the attention of the Surro- 
gate for several days. The amount which will 
be realized from the sale of property of the 
Taylor estate, it is stated, will not exceed $40,000, 
and is more likely to be about $10,000 less. <Ac- 
cording to this estimate the estate will pay only 
6 or 7 cents on the dollar. 





TRYING TO KILL HIMSELF. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 11.—An Australian gen- 
tleman made a determined attempt to commit 
suicide here this afternoon. He arrived in this 
country this morning, and was standing talking 
to some gentlemen in front of St. Lawrence 
Hall, when he suddenly left them, and, walking 
a tew paces away. drew a revolver from his 
pocket, placed it at his head and fired. He did 
not seem badly wounded, as he walked off 
swiftly with the blood rushing from a wound 
behind his ear. He was arrested by a policeman 
and taken to the hospital, where it was found 
that he was in a dangerous condition. The Aus- 
tralian would give no account of himself, and 
would merely say that his name was J.
